The  following  communications  were  read: 

State  Auditor's  Office,  Insurance  Department. 

Helena,  Montana,  January  4,  1927. 
To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate  of  the  Twentieth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 
Re:  Fire  Regulations  for  Public  Safety — Montana. 
Honorable  Sirs: 

Under  the  laws  of  Montana  relating  to  the  office  of  the  State  Fire 
Marshal,  authority  is  conferred  upon  such  officer  to  inspect  buildings, 
relative  to  fire  hazards  and  public  safety. 

As  State  Auditor  and  State  Fire  Marshal  Ex  Officio,  in  company  with 
Wm.  G.  Brooks,  as  State  Fire  Marshal,  serving  under  my  appointment 
and  C.  V.  Templeton,  Jr.,  a  representative  of  the  Board  of  Fire  under- 
writers, I  made  an  examination  and  inspection  of  our  state  institutions. 
With  the  exception  of  the  institutions  at  Boulder,  Galen  and  Warm  Springs  I 
am  advised  that  the  defects  found  in  our  other  institutions,  which  were 
of  a  minor  nature,  have  been  remedied. 
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Believing  it  to  be  the  duty  of  an  officer  charged  with  matters  per- 
taining to  fire  regulations  for  public  safety  and  especially  in  connection 
with  public  institutions,  I  beg  to  submit  to  your  honorable  body  the  con- 
ditions I  found  existing  at  the  above  institutions,  relating  to  fire  protec- 
tion. 

DEAF,  BLIND  AND  FEEBLE  MINDED  INSTITUTION 
BOULDER,  MONTANA 

Under  date  of  the  ninth  of  April,  I  inspected  the  Deaf,  Blind  and 
Feeble  Minded  Institution  at  Boulder.  I  found  the  present  water  supply 
at  this  institution  inadequate  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  institution.  Water 
was  being  hauled  in  wagons.  The  present  mains  should  be  increased  from 
four  to  six  inches  and  fire  hydrants  changed  to  a  two-stream  out-let, 
which  should  be  extended  to  the  ranch  buildings  as  they  are  without 
protection  at  the  present  time.  There  is  a  static  pressure  of  approximately 
thirty-six  pounds  but  when  the  working  pressure  is  tested,  it  is  practically 
nil,  A  feasible  water  supply  is  available  by  tapping  the  Little  Boulder 
or  the  north  fork  of  the  Little  Boulder  about  three  miles  from  the  insti- 
tution. By  bringing  the  water  down  in  a  twelve  or  sixteen  inch  main,  the 
supply  would  be  furnished  for  irrigating  part  of  the  farm  land  and  also 
afford  ample  fire  protection  and  tend  to  increase  other  improvements  about 
the  buildings. 

I  have  been  advised  that  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  have  approved 
an  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  |45,000.00  by  which  the  water  supply  situ- 
ation at  this  institution  may  be  remedied.  The  value  of  the  buildings  at  the 
Boulder  Institution  is  placed  at  $794,497.00  and  should  loss  occur  to  this 
institution,  it  would  be  tremendous,  both  in  property  and  undoubtedly, 
life. 

STATE  TUBERCULOSIS  SANATORIUM,  GALEN,  MONTANA 

On  the  thirteenth  of  April,  the  State  Tuberculosis  Sanatorium  at  Galen 
was  visited,  where  an  ample  supply  of  water  was  found  but  not  available 
for  use  by  reason  of  lack  of  storage  reservoirs.  A  large  main  pipe 
should  be  connected  with  the  springs  west  of  Galen,  connecting  with  a 
reservoir.  The  flow  from  the  springs  should  be  by  gravity  to  the  institution 
in  not  less  than  a  ten-inch  main.  A  pump  should  be  installed;  a  supply  tank 
of  75,000-gallon  capacity  erected  at  least  eighty  feet  above  the  ground  and 
mains  should  be  installed  with  sufficient  fire  hydrants. 

At  the  present  time,  the  barns  at  the  institution  have  no  protection. 

The  present  value  placed  upon  the  buildings  at  Galen  is  $214,951.00 
and  with  the  proper  installation  of  fire  protection  apparatus,  loss  of  life 
and  property  would  be  avoided. 

STATE  HOSPITAL  FOR  INSANE,  WARM  SPRINGS,  MONTANA 

On  the  fourteenth  of  April,  in  visiting  this  institution,  I  found  an 
ample  supply  of  water  but  the  mains  have  been  in  service  for  a  period  of 
thirty-two  years  and  when  they  were  examined,  were  found  to  be  as  soft 
as  clay.    These  pipes  should  be  replaced  at  once. 

The  valuation  of  the  buildings  at  this  institution  has  been  placed  at 
$1,105,391.21. 

It  occurs  to  me  in  submitting  this  report  to  the  Legislative  Assembly 
that  a  joint  committee  consisting  of  three  members  from  each  House 
should  be  selected  and  with  the  State  Auditor  and  Fire  Marshal  Ex  Officio 
and  the  State  Fire  Marshal,  investigate  the  conditions  as  outlined  at  these 
institutions  for  the  purpose  of  remedying  the  existing  conditions.

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REPORT  OF  LEWIS  AND  CLARK  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Twentieth  Legislative  Assembly, 
State  of  Montana: 

A  resolution  was  passed  by  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly  and 
approved  by  the  governor  February  28  1925,  which  in  the  language  of  its 
title  was  designed  to  "Provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to  in- 
vestigate and  recommend  to  the  Twentieth  Legislative  Assembly  the  man- 
ner in  which  the  services  rendered  the  state  of  Montana  by  the  Lewis  and 
Clark  expedition  should  be  commemorated." 

It  was  recited  in  the  preamble  that  no  legislative  action  had  been  taken 
by  this  state  to  commemorate  the  expedition  of  Lewis  and  Clark  with  the 
exception  of  naming  Lewis  and  Clark  county  ,and  that  a  "constantly  grow- 
ing sentiment  is  manifest  that  some  official  action  should  be  taken  by  the 
construction  of  a  suitable  commemorative  monument." 

It  was  then  resolved  "that  a  Lewis  and  Clark  commission  is  hereby 
created  to  consist  of  the  Governor,  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
State  Treasurer,  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  the  Li- 
brarian of  State  Historical  Society  who  shall  be  secretary. 

"That  the  said  commission  shall  investigate  and  secure  proposals  for 
a  site  for  the  erection  and  designs  for  the  proposed  monument,  and  the 
cost  thereof,  to  be  submitted  and  recommended  to  the  Twentieth  Legislative 
Assembly  to  convene  in  January,  1927,  for  such  action  as  said  Legislative 
Assembly  may  take."  The  assertion  that  no  legislative  action  had  been 
taken  theretofore  was  incorrect;  the  legislature  overlooked  Chapter  117 
of  laws  of  1917  which  came  to  the  attention  of  the  commission  during  its 
investigations.  That  was  an  "Act  for  the  purpose  of  commemorating  the 
explorations  of  Lewis  and  Clark's  expedition  and  to  aid  in  the  erectioVi 
of  heroic  bronze  statues  of  Meriv/ether  Lewis  and  William  Clark  at  the 
Great  Falls  and  at  the  Three  Forks  of  the  Missouri  River,  providing  for  the 
creation  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  Memorial  Commission,  and  making  appro- 
priations therefor."  It  provides  that  in  recognition  of  the  foresight  and 
broad  statesmanship  of  Thomas  Jefferson  in  the  acquisition  of  the  province 
of  Louisiana  and  in  commemoration  of  the  expedition  of  Meriwether  Lewis 
and  William  Clark,  who  celebrated  the  29th  anniversary  of  the  independ- 
ence of  America  at  the  Great  Falls  and  camped  at  the  Three  Forks  of  the 
Missouri  a  month  later,  "we  approve  of  the  purpose  of  the  Society  of  Mon- 
tana Pioneers  and  other  organizations  and  persons  co-operating  to  erect 
at  these  historic  sites  heroic  bronze  statues  of  Lewis  and  Clark,  in  replica." 
An  appropriation  of  $5,000  was  made  and  procedural  directions  were  in- 
corporated in  the  Act,  but  nothing  further  was  done. 

MEETINGS 

The  commission  created  by  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly  or- 
ganized and  held  a  number  of  meetings  after  having  given  public  notice. 
Interest  in  the  subject  of  a  memorial  to  Lewis  and  Clark  was  widespread. 
Armstead,  Butte,  Bozeman,  Great  Falls,  Helena,  Livingston  and  Three 
Forks  were  represented  by  committees,  some  at  one  meeting  and  others 
at  all  of  the  meetings  held  by  the  commission. 

The  cities  of  Bozeman,  Butte,  Great  Falls,  Livingston  and  Three  Forks 
each  agreed  to  furnish  an  appropriate  site  and  to  convey  the  title  thereof 
to  the  state. 

The  designs  submitted  by  the  various  localities  fall  into  two  general 
classes,  (1)  a  monument  with  sculptured  figures,  (2)  buildings. 

Professor  F.  H.  Garver  of  the  State  Normal  College,  representing  citizens 
and  organizations  of  Dillon  and  Beaverhead  county,  presented  an  argument, 
fortified  with  historical  data  in  favor  of  placing  the  monument  at  Armstead. 

Butte  was  represented  by  a  delegation  upon  two  occasions  on  both  of 
which  Hon.  Miles  J.  Cavanaugh  addressed  the  commission.  The  city  of 
Butte  proposed  a  memorial  auditorium  with  appropriate  statues.  Leading 
citizens  of  Butte  agreed  to  defray  the  entire  cost,  estimated  at  $150,000. 
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Bozeman's  delegation  consisted  of  Hon.  George  Y.  Patten,  Dr.  J.  M. 
Hamilton  and  others.  Messrs.  Patten  and  Hamilton  delivered  addresses. 
The  plan  which  they  presented  in  behalf  of  the  city  of  Bozeman  contem- 
plates the  construction  of  a  granite  building  consisting  of  two  rooms,  one 
designated  a  foyer  and  museum,  the  second  a  memorial  room.  On  one  side 
of  the  entrance  to  the  building  it  was  suggested  to  have  a  statue  of  Captain 
Lewis,  on  the  other  a  statue  of  Captain  Clark.  Within  the  building  was  to 
be  placed  a  huge  map  of  bas-relief  showing  the  course  of  the  expedition 
with  particular  reference  to  the  course  of  the  rivers  and  the  topographical 
features  of  Montana.  The  museum  wes  designed  for  the  preservation  of 
historical  articles  and  data  of  every  kind. 

With  this  plan  as  a  basis,  Mr.  Georp-e  D.  Pease  later  presented  sug- 
gestions of  a  plan  somewhat  more  comprehensive  than  first  proposed.  He 
would  have  the  building  constructed  from  Montana's  best  and  darkest 
granite.  He  suggests  that  it  should  be  unbroken  by  windows  but  lighted 
by  means  of  a  skylight.  Possibly  in  the  frieze  of  this  building  there  should 
be  depicted  the  heads  and  types  of  the  chiefs  of  the  different  Indian  tribes 
encountered  by  the  expedition. 

Mr.  Pease  suggests  three  rooms,  the  first  of  these  to  contain  statues 
of  Lewis  and  Clark  from  Montana  bronze  with  life  size  mountings  of  the 
animals  upon  which  the  success  of  the  expedition  so  much  depended.  It  is 
suggested  that  the  second  room  be  devoted  to  paintings  of  an  historical 
character,  with  the  subjects  covering  a  wide  range.  In  this  room  there  is 
to  be  also  a  relief  map  at  least  twenty-five  feet  long  and  of  sufficient 
height  to  show  properly  the  lands  purchased;  the  Mississippi,  Missouri, 
Columbia  and  other  rivers  which  were  upon  the  line  of  the  expedition 
should  be  upon  an  exaggerated  scale  so  as  to  depict  clearly  the  course  of 
these  streams;  in  the  construction  of  this  map  the  co-operation  of  other 
states  as  well  as  of  the  students  of  our  university  and  other  public  schools 
should  be  enlisted.  The  map  should  show  the  route  of  the  expedition  going 
and  returning.  The  third  room  should  contain  relics  of  the  expedition,  a 
replica  of  the  canoe,  camp  equipment,  flags,  costumes,  guns,  saber,  com- 
passes and  other  paraphernalia  connected  with  the  expedition  together  with 
photographic  copies  of  the  original  papers,  reports  and  data  of  said  expedi- 
tion. 

Messrs.  Norman  Holter,  Lewis  Penwell,  C.  B.  Power  and  others  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  desirability  of  placing  the  memorial  upon  the  State  Capitol 
grounds  in  Helena.  The  city  of  Helena,  however,  offered  no  design  or 
estimate  of  cost,  later  Mr.  George  H.  Carsley,  the  well  known  architect, 
presented  an  attractive  plan  for  the  erection  at  the  west  end  of  the  Capitol 
grounds  of  an  exedra  with  sculptured  figures  and  a  reflecting  pool. 

Hon.  James  F.  O'Connor  addressed  the  commission  in  behalf  of  the 
city  of  Livingston  and  suggested  sites  in  that  city  which  might  be  available; 
but  no  design  nor  estimate  of  cost  was  presented. 

At  the  final  public  meeting  held  by  the  committee  a  delegation  con- 
sisting of  Dr.  John  Dimon,  Mr.  E.  M.  'Mestad,  Mr.  V.  Rvalues,  Mr.  Ben 
Adams  and  Mr.  L.  R.  Henslee,  presented  the  claims  of  the  city  of  Three 
Forks;  their  presentation  was  fortified  by  a  booklet  containing  historical 
data  and  models  of  a  proposed  design  for  the  monument.  The  site  proposed 
by  Three  Forks  is  about  300  feet  from  a  tablet  erected  to  Sacaiawea,  about 
200  feet  from  the  Sacajawea  Hotel  and  about  200  feet  from  the  platform 
of  the  main  line  of  the  C.  M.  &  St.  P  Ry.  Two  appropriate  designs  were 
suggested:  your  commission  prefers  the  one  shown  on  page  8  of  the 
booklet  presented  by  the  committee  and  estimated  to  cost  approximately 
$30,000. 

The  claims  of  Great  Falls  were  presented  at  three  meetings  by  a  dele- 
gation of  which  Hon.  H.  B.  Mitchell,  Mayor  of  the  city,  Hon.  E.  H.  Cooney 
and  Mr.  Fred  a  Fligman  were  spokesmen.  They  made  an  offer  on  behalf 
of  Great  Falls  to  donate  any  one  of  four  sites.  The  design  presented  is 
the  work  of  the  late  Charles  M.  Russell,  the  most  distinguished  of  Mon- 
tana's artists.    It  shows  figures  of  Captains  Lewis  and  Clark  and  of  Saca- 
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jawea.  The  estimated  cost  of  a  bronze  statue  of  the  design  presented  is  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $30,000. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Immediately  following  the  adjournment  of  the  public  meeting  held  upon 
May  8,  1926,  the  commission  reached  a  unanimous  conclusion  adopted  in  the 
following  resolution: 

"BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  it  is  the  judgment  of  this  commission  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  purpose  expressed  in  House  Joint  Resolution  No.  7, 
approved  February  28,  1925,  is  to  commemorate  the  services  of  Lewis  and 
Clark  from  an  historical  standpoint,  that  the  site  upon  which  shall  be 
erected  the  monument  or  memorial  contemplated  in  the  resolution  should 
be  fixed  at  some  point  upon  or  near  the  route  actually  followed  by  Lewis 
and  Clark  in  their  memorable  expedition."  * 

The  commission  was  greatly  impressed  with  the  possibilities  of  the 
Bozeman  plan.  Not  only  are  the  educational  features  appealing;  the 
appeal  is  to  the  highest  sensibilities  of  the  educator,  the  historian,  the 
artist,  the  patriot.  Much  space  has  been  given  to  this  plan  in  this  report  for 
the  reason  that  while  the  commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  its  cost  would 
be  vastly  greater  than  the  State  is  now  in  a  position  to  assume,  it  is 
hoped  that  future  generations,  possibly  the  next  generation,  may  be  able 
to  establish  a  memorial  along  the  lines  suggested  by  the  proponents  of 
the  Bozeman  plan,  at  some  appropriate  place. 

Your  commission  presents  two  recommendations:  First,  that  it  would 
be  distinctly  appropriate  to  erect  bronze  statues  following  the  lines  pro- 
posed, at  Great  Falls  and  also  at  Three  Forks,  if  the  cost  be  not  morte 
than  $60,000  in  the  aggreate,  $30,000  for  each  design. 

The  explorers  looked  forward  eagerly  to  the  falls  of  the  Missouri,  of 
which  they  had  been  told  by  various  Indians  whom  they  met  on  the  journey. 
When  the  party  reached  the  mouth  of  the  Marias  River,  they  were  uncertain 
as  to  which  stream  was  indeed  the  Missouri.  The  only  means  of  definite 
identification,  they  concluded,  would  be  the  discovery  of  the  falls.  After 
exploring  the  Marias  and  the'  Missouri,  all  of  the  party  save  Captains 
Lewis  and  Clark  were  of  the  opinion  that  the  true  Missouri  was  the  north- 
erly stream,  the  Marias.  The  captains,  however,  decided  to  follow  the 
southerly  stream  and  when  they  found  the  falls  of  the  Missouri  on  the 
thirteenth  day  of  June,  1805,  their  joy  was  very  great. 

This  was  one  of  the  most  vital  points  in  their  entire  expedition.  The 
party  spent  almost  a  month  at  the  falls  in  the  immediate  vicinity.  The 
captains  took  the  utmost  pains  to  describe  the  surrounding  country,  pre- 
pared an  elaborate  map  and  data  of  the  river  generally,  including  the  falls, 
the  fountain,  (as  the  Giant  Spring  v/as  denomiated)  explored  the  surround- 
ing country,  and  described  with  particularity  the  fauna  and  flora;  and  as 
was  said  in  the  Act  of  1917,  they  celebrated  the  Fourth  of  July,  1805,  at 
that  point.  This  undoubtedly  was  the  first  celebration  of  our  natal  day 
west  of  the  Mississippi  River. 

The  beautiful  city  of  Great  Falls  is  now  the  second  city  of  our  state 
in  size  and  undoubtedly  always  will  be  one  of  our  larger  cities.  It  is  a 
central  point  of  great  Importance  and  is  visited  annually  by  large  numbers 
of  people  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States. 

It  would  also  seem  that  in  the  opinion  of  the  explorers  the  three  forks 
of  the  Missouri  were  second  only  in  importance  to  the  great  falls  of  the 
river  and  vicinity.  Captains  Lewis  and  Clark  spent  three  or  four  days  in 
the  vicinity  of  the  three  forks  carefully  examining  the  rivers,  and  as  Cap- 
tain Lewis  remarked,  that  place  appeared  to  be  "an  essential  point  in  the 
western  hemisphere."  The  explorers  named  the  rivers  Jefferson,  Madison 
and  Gallatin.  Much  history  centers  about  Three  Forks,  from  the  advent  and 
departure  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  party,  through  the  fur  trading  period, 
during  early  Territorial  days,  and  continuing  to  the  present  time.    The  city 
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of  Three  Forks  is  and  will  remain  an  important  point.  It  is  on  or  near  the 
main  line  of  two  transcontinental  railways  and  on  one  of  the  main  trans- 
continental automobile  roads. 

The  second  recommendation  of  the  commission  is  that  if  your  Honorable 
Body  shall  decide  to  erect  but  one  memorial,  it  be  placed  at  the  city  of 
Great  Falls  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of  Central  Avenue  facing  west.  At  this 
point  the  bronze  statue  of  the  explorers  would  look  into  the  Missouri  River 
and  westward  to  the  end  of  their  quest,  the  Pacific  Ocean.

Whereas,  it  would  not  appear  that  any  person  would  wish  to  see  ex- 
service  men  or  their  widows  in  financial  distress  because  of  lack  of  em- 
ployment when  positions  are  to  be  had  with  the  legislative  assembly  and 
other  departments  of  the  state  where  they  are  wholly  and  entirely  capable 
and  competent  to  fill  the  same; 

Now  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  Twentieth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana 
be  requested  to  look  with  kindly  disposition  upon,  and  give  preference  to 
the  applications  of  all  ex-soldiers,  sailors  and  marines  and  their  widows 
for  positions  which  may  be  available  during  the  legislative  session,  where 
the  applicants  for  such  positions  possess  sufficient  education,  capacity  and 
competency  to  perform  the  work  and  duties  incident  to  any  such  employ- 
ment. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  resolution  shall  be  sent 
to  His  Excellency,  Governor  John  E.  Erickson,  the  President  of  the  Senate 
and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives.

REPORT  OF  BANKING  CODE  COMMISSION 

Helena,  Montana,  October  30th,  1926 
To  The  Honorable  J.  E.  Erickson,  Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
Helena,  Montana: 

Dear  Sir:  The  undersigned  being  the  "Banking  Code  Commission"  ap- 
pointed by  your  Excellency  under  the  terms  of  Chapter  138  of  the  Session 
Laws  of  Montana,  19th  Session,  1925,  respectfully  reports  as  follows: 

Acting  in  conformity  with  the  law  Your  Excellency  appointed  to  mem- 
bership on  said  Commission  the  following  named  individuals:  S.  V.  Stewart^ 
Helena;  C.  H.  Williams,  Deer  Lodge  and  W.  A.  Brubaker,  Terry. 

The  Commission  met  and  organized  by  the  election  of  S.  V.  Stewart 
as  chairman  and  J.  G.  Larson,  as  secretary.  Mr.  Larson  is  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Banks  for  the  State  of  Montana.  He  agreed  to  act  as  secretary 
of  the  Commission  and  assist  in  the  work  thereof  without  compensation 
other  than  that  provided  by  law  as  Superintendent  of  Banks. 

The  commission  held  numerous  meetings  at  Helena  and  elsewhere  in 
the  State  of  Montana  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  and  causing  to  be 
investigated  the  banking  and  building  and  loan  associations  and  other 
financial  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  of  the  several  states  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  federal  government.  The  Act  itself  provides 
that  the  Commission  was  not  authorized  to  travel  or  hold  meetings  out- 
side of  the  State  of  Montana.  Therefore,  no  attempt  was  made  to  hold 
meetings  elsewhere.  The  investigation  which  the  Commission  was  able  to 
make  relative  to  the  laws  of  other  states  was  of  necessity  confined  to  an 
examination  of  the  statutes,  banking,  and  other  codes  of  those  states.  The 
Commission  was  able  to  make  such  examination  of  the  National  Banking 
Laws  and  the  operation  of  National  Banks  as  was  possible  within  the 
State  of  Montana. 

In  the  matter  of  our  own  state  laws  governing  banks  and  building 
and  loan  associations  the  Commission  was  able  to  obtain  first  hand  in- 
formation and  to  observe  the  actual  operation  of  the  institution  doing  busi- 
ness within  the  State. 

It  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  suggest  in  this  report  that  the  creation 
of  this  Commission  was  probably  actuated  to  a  great  extent  by  the  fact 
that  there  had  been  some  agitation  in  the  State  of  Montana,  and  particu- 
larly within  the  Legislative  Body  itself,  relative  to  the  possible  adoption  of 
what  is  known  as  a  "Guaranteed  Bank  Deposit  Law."  It  was  generally 
understood  that  a  part  of  the  duty  of  this  Commission  was  to  investigate 
the  general  plan  of  Guaranteed  Bank  Deposits  and  to  study  the  results 
thereof  in  the  different  states  wherein  the  plan  has  been  adopted.  It  will 
be  readily  appreciated  that  this  commission  could  not  conduct  a  very  ex- 
tensive comprehensive  study  of  the  Guaranteed  Bank  Deposit  plan  with- 
out leaving  the  State  of  Montana  and  going  upon  the  ground  where  such 
plans  was  in  effect.  The  Commission  and  the  members  thereof  sought  by 
correspondence  and  through  the  study  of  reports  to  find  out  as  much  as 
possible  about  the  success  of  the  plan  in  the  different  states.  The  study 
was  necessarily  incomplete  and  the  result  thereof  was,  of  course,  unsatis- 
factory even  to  the  members  of  the  Commission. 

The  members  of  this  Commission  felt  that  in  the  light  of  the  fact 
that  -they  were  only  able  to  obtain  information  as  to  the  matter  of  Guar- 
anteed Bank  Deposits  in  the  manner  above  indicated  that  the  Commission 
is  not  warranted  in  entering  upon  a  detailed  discussion  of  the  merits  and 
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demerits  of  the  plan.  About  all  that  we  can  say  is  that  from  our  study 
of  the  question  we  are  convinced  that  as  yet  no  workable  and  adequate 
system  of  Guaranteed  Bank  Deposits  has  been  put  into  effect  and  tried  out 
in  any  state  in  the  Union.  There  is  only  one  State,  Nebraska,  wherein 
there  is  apparent  basis  claim  of  success  for  the  plan,  and  even  in  Nebras- 
ka where  the  system  has  been  in  force  for  years  the  matter  is  still 
highly  controversial.  In  all  of  the  other  states  where  the  plan  has  been 
adopted  the  principle  has  either  been  abandoned  or  is  working  so  badly  that 
no  serious  claim  of  success  for  the  plan  could  be  established. 

During  the  life  of  this  Commission  an  attempt  was  made  in  the  State 
of  Montana  to  initiate  a  measure  providing  for  a  law  on  the  subject  of 
guaranteed  bank  deposits.  The  Commission  watched  the  progress  of  this 
movement  with  much  interest.  The  members  were  very  desirous  of  ascer- 
taining the  existing  public  sentiment  on  the  subject.  It  is  a  matter  of  record 
that  the  petitions  fell  far  short  of  obtaining  the  legal  number  of  signatures 
required  to  place  the  matter  upon  the  ballot.  It  was  the  idea  of  the  Com- 
mission that  if  there  was  apparent  in  the  State  a  substantial  demand  for 
the  adoption  of  a  Guaranteed  Deposit  Law  the  matter  would  be  manifested 
in  the  interest  of  the  people.  It  is  only  fair  to  say  that  the  interest  was 
not  acute,  and  that  the  people  generally  were  apparently  indifferent  to 
such  an  appeal  as  the  principle  might  make  upon  them. 

Your  Commission  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  agitation  for  the  proposed 
guaranteed  bank  deposit  law,  which  was  manifested  in  the  Legislative 
Assembly  in  1925,  was  the  result  of  the  failure  of  numerous  banks  in  the 
State  of  Montana,  and  that  the  attempt  generally  speaking  to  amend  the 
banking  laws  of  this  State,  or  scrap  our  existing  banking  code  and  adopt 
something  new  in  its  place,  was  the  result  of  a  belief  on  the  part  of  the 
public  that  these  failures  were  caused  by  bad  banking  laws. 

It  is,  of  course,  regrettable  that  the  years  immediately  following  the 
close  of  the  World  War,  and  the  period  of  readjustment  incident  thereto, 
should  have  witnessed  so  many  bank  failures.  The  direct  cause  of  these 
failures  is  a  much  mooted  question.  Many  depositors  lost  heavily  and  the 
public  naturally  surmised  that  bad  bank  management  and  dishonest  conduct 
of  the  banks  were  large  contributing  causes  to  the  failures.  As  a  result, 
it  was  quite  natural  that  there  should  be  a  demand  for  laws  that  would 
prevent  a  repetition  of  the  unfortunate  conditions.  Hence  the  Banking 
Code  Commission. 

Before  going  further  into  the  facts,  it  is  but  fair  to  review  the  condi- 
tions that  existed  prior  to  our  financial  troubles.  No  one  will  deny  that 
agriculture  and  stock  growing  constitute  important  industries  of  the  State, 
Men  and  women  have  acquired  competencies  from  our  fertile  soil,  and  from 
the  grazing  of  stock  upon  the  nutritious  grasses  on  our  hills  and  valleys. 

During  the  World  War  and  for  a  time  thereafter  prices  of  agricultural 
products  were  high,  and  activities  in  agricultural  and  stock  growing  lines 
were  carried  on  at  stop  speed.  The  conditions  changed  with  the  summer 
of  1919.  In  that  year  there  was  little  rain  in  Montana  and  crops  failed. 
Even  our  grazing  lands  refused  to  produce  the  necessities  for  live  stock, 
and  we  were  brought  face  to  face  with  the  truth  of  the  statement  of  Senator 
John  J.  Ingalls:  ''Grass  is  the  most  munificent  gift  of  God  to  man,  when 
grass  fails  every  industry  from  the  peanut  stand  to  the  steel  mill  is 
affected." 

The  livestock  growers  loath  to  sacrifice  their  flocks  and  herds  vainly 
hoped  that  nature  would  soon  recompense  them  for  her  dereliction  in  the 
summer  by  giving  them  a  mild  winter,  but  on  the  contrary  the  following 
winter  was  the  longest,  the  coldest  and  the  cruelest  known  to  the  inhabitants 
of  Montana, 

When  the  scant  supply  of  forage  was  exhausted  the  stockmen  appealed 
to  the  banks  for  money  to  purchase  more  feed.  Hay  advanced  in  price  until 
a  poor  quality  sold  at  the  unbelievable  price  of  $60.00  per  ton.  Anxiously 
men  looked  for  the  chinook  that  never  came.  The  more  money  the  banks 
advanced  the  more  acute  became  the  necessity  for  carrying  stock  through 
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until  spring.  On  May  1st,  1920,  every  sheep  in  Montana  and  every  cow 
in  the  state  carried  a  charge  for  the  winter's  maintenance  of  more  than 
the  cash  value  of  the  animal.  It  was  conservatively  estimated  that  more 
than  $50,000,000.00  had  been  sent  out  of  the  state  for  stock  feed.  This 
money  was  never  to  return. 

Then,  to  cap  the  climax,  the  price  of  all  agricultural  products,  includ- 
ing cattle  and  sheep  products,  dropped  to  one-third  of  the  previous  values. 
The  slump  in  grain  prices  presented  another  important  phase  of  the  general 
condition.  All  in  all  the  deflation  in  prices  paralyzed  the  state  for  the  mo- 
ment and  left  our  people  in  a  condition  wherein  it  seemed  impossible  to  fi- 
nance their  activities  and  enable  them  to  function  in  a  business  way. 

Banks  being  the  money  stores  were  most  seriously  affected.  It  is  true 
that  all  of  the  bad  loans  were  not  livestock  loans,  nor  yet  agricultural 
loans,  but  the  fact  that  the  stock  man  and  the  farmer  could  not  pay  the 
grocer  made  necessary  delinquencies  on  the  part  of  the  grocer  in  the  pay- 
ment of  his  claims  to  the  wholesaler,  and  so  on  through  the  list. 

It  is  true  that  some  banks  in  strenuous,  and  we  may  say  misguided 
and  sometimes  illegal,  efforts  to  save  their  institutions,  violated  the  require- 
ments of  the  banking  laws,  but  most  of  these  delinquencies  were  instances 
of  drowning  men  clutching  at  straws. 

The  members  of  this  Commission  are  convinced  that  the  conditions 
above  described  were  brought  upon  the  people  of  this  state  by  something 
other  than,  or  at  least  in  addition  to,  bad  banking  laws  and  poor  banking. 
It  is  our  opinion  that  disaster  was  unavoidable,  and  that  circumstances 
combined  v/ith  fact  for  the  time  destroyed  the  prosperity  of  the  State  and 
wrecked  many  individual  fortunes  and  financial  institutions. 

One  cannot  view  the  conditions  as  they  existed  in  Montana  from  1919 
until  1924  without  realizing  that  there  has  never  been  a  system  of  banking, 
or  a  system  of  business,  yet  evolved  that  would  have  saved  our  people 
from  at  least  a  large  measure  of  the  disastrous  conditions  and  results  of 
that  period. 

If  the  fault  had  been  with  our  state  banking  laws,  or  with  the  general 
character  and  manner  of  doing  banking  business  in  the  State  of  Montana, 
then  the  conditions  would  have  been  local,  and  should  have  been  confined 
to  our  own  state.  Indeed,  if  such  had  been  the  case  the  failures  should 
have  been  confined  to  State  Banks,  but  the  fact  remains  that  the  propor- 
tion of  State  Bank  failures  within  our  state  was  no  greater  than  of  national 
banks.  All  of  this  in  proportion  to  the  numbers  existent  at  the  beginning 
of  the  depression.  The  further  fact  remains  that  other  sections  of  this 
country  wherein  financial  institutions  and  banks  were  operated  under  other 
jurisdictions  suffered  as  seriously  as  did  we.  Taking  into  consideration 
always  the  fact  that  very  few  regions  were  subjected  to  the  unfortunate 
climatic  and  crop  conditions  which  we  experienced  in  Montana  in  1919-1920. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  the  banks  of  Montana  at  one  time  in 
this  period  owed  the  banks  of  rediscount  ,their  outside  correspondent  banks, 
the  Federal  Reserve  Bank  and  the  War  Finance  Corporation  the  stupend- 
ous sum  of  $   This  was  money  that  was  borrowed  by  the 

banks  really  for  the  use  of  their  customers,  but  very  largely  on  the  credit 
of  the  local  bankers  and  on  their  faith  in  Montana,  and  her  people  and 
resources.  The  amount  of  this  vast  sum  now  left  unpaid  is  almost 
negligible.  It  is  nearly  beyond  belief  that  such  a  vast  sum  of  money* 
could  have  been  realized  in  this  state  at  such  a  time  and  under  the  existing 
conditions,  and  diverted  from  the  channels  of  trade  to  the  payment  of  old 
debts,  and  yet  admit  of  the  rehabilitation  of  business  in  a  substantial  way 
at  the  same  time.  That  such  has  been  the  case  is  irrefutable  evidence  of 
the  fact  that  our  state  not  only  possessed  resources  of  undoubted  value 
but  of  the  further  fact  that  our  people  of  all  classes,  including  the  bankers, 
were  possessed  of  fortitude,  courage  and  intelligence  and  at  least  a  fair 
degree  of  business  ability  and  acumen. 

^  All  of  the  foregoing  observations  bring  us  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is 
not  possible  for  this   Commission  to   evolve   and  recommend,  or  for  the 
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Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana,  to  enact  a  law,  or  a  set  of 
laws,  that  will  protect  the  people  of  this  state  from  crop  failures,  hard 
winters,  deflated  prices,  and  general  unfortunate  financial  conditions.  We 
have  not  seen  fit  therefore  to  recommend  that  our  state  banking  code  he 
scrapped  and  thrown  on  the  waste  dump,  or  that  an  entirely  new  code  be 
adopted  for  the  regulation  of  banking  in  the  State  of  Montana  henceforth. 

We  have  engaged  in  a  most  careful  study  of  the  banking  laws  of  the 
State  of  Montana,  of  the  National  banking  laws,  and  of  the  banking  laws 
of  nearly  all  of  the  states  of  the  Union,  and  as  a  result  of  that  study  we 
were  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  banking  code  of  Montana  in  its  gen- 
eral provisions  was  entirely  similar  to  most  of  the  banking  codes  in  opera- 
tion in  the  different  states  of  the  Union,  and  very  much  similar  to  the  Na- 
tional Banking  Act.  Our  banking  code  was  enacted  piecemeal  by  the  dif- 
ferent Legislative  Assemblies  until  the  session  of  1915.  At  that  session 
the  banking  laws  of  the  State  were  re-codified  and  re-enacted  with  such 
needed  amendments  as  were  required  at  the  time.  Thereafter  at  each 
succeeding  session  of  the  legislature  some  additions  and  changes  were 
made.  We  have  at  this  time  a  workable  banking  code.  Modern  in  most 
respects.  It  is  true  that  it  is  not  a  perfect  code  and  neither  will  we  be 
able  to  recommend  a  perfect  banking  code  in  place  of  the  one  we  have, 
either  now  or  at  any  time  in  the  future. 

By  a  study  of  the  provisions  of  the  codes  of  the  different  states  this 
Commission  was  enabled  to  make  comparisons,  and  in  the  bill  which  the 
Commission  has  drafted  and  is  submitting  herewith  there  are  changes  sug- 
gested which  to  the  Commission  seem  proper.  We  were  able  to  find  in  the 
Banking  Codes  of  other  states  certain  provisions  and  sections  that  seemed 
to  this  Commission  to  be  more  workable  and  to  offer  better  safe-guards 
than  provisions  existing  in  our  own  code.  Wherever  we  found  such  pro- 
visions or  sections  we  have  carried  them  into  the  offered  bill.  Wherever 
our  attention  was  called  to  deficiencies  or  uncertain  and  unfair  provisions 
in  our  code  we  have  recommended  that  they  be  changed,  or  that  additional 
provisions  be  enacted. 

The  bill  which  we  offer  is  not  therefore  a  departure  from  the  existing 
law  in  every  respect.  It  is  not  revolutionary,  but  it  has  preserved  the  gen- 
eral principle  and  theory  of  the  present  state  banking  law  and  offers  such 
amendments,  changes  and  additions  as  this  Commission  deems  essential  and 
proper. 

Perhaps  the  most  drastic  change  presented  by  the  proposed  bill  is  con- 
tained in  the  provisions  for  the  liquidation  of  state  banks.  Heretofore 
state  banks  when  forced  to  liquidate  accomplish  their  liquidation  through 
receivers  appointed  by  the  district  courts.  This  plan  of  liquidation  has  not 
been  satisfactory  in  any  state.  It  was  long  ago  abandoned  in  the  national 
system  and  in  nearly  all  of  the  states  of  the  Union.  National  banks  are 
liquidated  through  the  comptroller's  office;  that  is  through  the  banking 
department  of  the  government.  In  most  states  state  banks  are  liquidated 
through  the  department  of  banking.  Your  Commission  has  studied  the 
various  methods  of  liquidation  in  effect  in  the  different  states,  and  has 
worked  out  a  plan  which  the  Commission  believes  will  prove  to  be  more 
economical  and  efficient  than  the  present  receivership  plan.  The  plan 
recommended  contemplates  the  liquidation  of  state  banks  in  the  future 
under  the  direction  of  the  State  Superintendent  of  Banks,  and  his  depart- 
ment. It  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  will  be  little  necessity  for  the  employ- 
ment of  any  plan  of  liquidation  in  the  immediate  future,  but  this  Com- 
mission firmly  believes  that  the  plan  offered  will  work  out  as  satisfactorily 
in  Montana  as  such  similar  plans  have  worked  out  in  other  states  of  the 
Union. 

The  offered  act  as  a  whole  seeks  to  repose  in  the  State  Superintendent 
of  Banks  and  his  staff  larger  responsibilities  and  more  freedom  of  action 
than  was  possible  under  the  old  law. 

In  the  matter  of  the  building  and  loan  associations  the  Commission 
made  such  investigation  as  was  possible,  and  has  worked  with  the  State 
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Association  of  Building  and  Loan  Associations  and  with  the  Banking  De- 
partment and  the  State  Examiner's  office  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  an 
effort  to  present  to  your  Excellency  and  to  the  Legislative  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Montana  a  building  and  loan  association  code  that  would  be 
workable  and  fail  and  protect  the  interests  of  proprietors  and  investors 
alike. 

The  work  of  the  Commission  has  been  performed  in  an  honest  effort  ' 
to  better  conditions  in  the  banking  building  and  loan  lines  of  business,  and 
to  afford  a  larger  measure  of  protection  to  depositors  and  investors. 

The  Commission  acknowledges  valuable  assistance  from  all  classes  of 
citizens  with  whom  it  came  into  contact.  We  mention  particularly  the  most 
helpful  aid  rendered  by  Mr.  Jay  C.  Larson,  State  Superintendent  of  Banks, 
and  his  most  efficient  staff.  Mr.  Larson's  large  experience  in  banking 
affairs  and  particularly  in  matters  pertaining  to  bank  examinations  and 
supervisory  control  rendered  his  assistance  invaluable  and  our  work  easier. 

The  Legislative  Assembly  provided  in  the  act  creating  this  Commission 
that  the  members  thereof  should  receive  |8.00  per  day  for  the  time  actually 
employed  in  the  work  of  the  Commission  and  should  employ  a  secretary 
and  fix  his  compensation.  An  appropriation  of  |4,000.00  was  made  to 
defray  the  expenses  of  the  Commission.  The  members  of  the  Commission 
have  not  drawn  any  per  diem  and  have  not  and  do  not  make  any  charge 
for  their  service.  The  same  is  true  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission. 
The  Commission  has  expended  in  necessary  matters  connected  with  this 
work  the  sum  of  |1095.01,  and  leaves  unexpended  of  the  appropriation  the 
sum  of  $2904.99.

That  more  stock  inspectors  be  placed  in  the  field,  thereby  giving  each 
a  smaller  territory  to  cover,  and  that  these  stock  inspectors  be  nominated 
and  recommended  by  the  local  stockmen  or  local  stock  association  in  the 
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territory  in  which  the  inspector  is  stationed.  That  all  sherifs  and  other 
peace  officers  co-operate  with  the  stock  inspectors  and  be  made  ex-officio 
stock  inspectors. 

That  an  increased  appropriation  be  made  from  the  General  Fund  of  the 
State  and  the  livestock  levy  be  increased  to  not  exceed  one-half  mill  upon 
all  the  livestock  of  the  State  to  defray  the  additional  expenses  which  the 
above  program  would  entail. 

That  all  cattle  loaded  for  shipment  to  market  in  mixed  car  loads  of 
more  than  one  brand,  all  cattle  imported  from  any  foreign  country,  and 
all  cattle  shipped  where  ownership  is  claimed  by  bill  of  sale,  be  inspected 
by  a  regularly  employed  Stock  Inspector  or  a  deputy  appointed  for  this 
duty,  at  the  point  of  loading.  That  a  fee  of  at  least  ten  cents  per  head  be 
charged  for  this  inspection  and  the  funds  so  received  be  remitted  to  the 
Livestock  Inspection  Department  of  the  State  Livestock  Association. 

That  in  any  case  where  an  attempt  is  made  to  conceal  ownership  of 
any  cattle  meat  or  hides,  or  where  ownership  cannot  be  established,  the 
county  be  authorized  by  law  to  take  the  property  into  its  possession  and 
proceed  by  filing  the  information  the  same  as  in  any  other  criminal  case; 
m  this  case,  the  county  to  assume  ownership  until  such  time  as  ownership 
IS  established. 

That  the  Montana  butcher  law  be  amended  to  conform  to  the  Wyoming 
law,  with  special  application  to  Montana  conditions. 

We  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  indeterminate  sentence  law  and  the 
parole  law,  and  a  wider  restriction  in  the  law  authorizing  courts  to  suspend 
sentences  in  any  case  of  conviction  for  a  felony.

SENATE  RESOLUTION  NO.  4 

Ira  A.  Leighton  was  born  in  Pittsfield,  Maine,  March  8,  1859,  of  that 
sturdy  stock  which  has  made  the  sons  of  the  Pine  Tree  State  far  famed. 
His  early  life  with  his  parents  on  the  farm,  was  marked  with  no  extraordi- 
nary incident.  He  attended  the  local  public  schools  and  Westbrook  semi- 
nary, where  he  graduated  in  1880. 

Thereafter,  inspired  v/ith  the  spirit  of  "Westward-Ho",  and  desirous 
for  adventure,  he  started  at  humble  book  selling,  gradually  working  his 
way  westward  until  he  located  in  Illinois  and  Michigan.  Mindful  of  the 
benefits  and  advantages  of  higher  education,  he  started  at  the  study  of 
medicine  at  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan,  graduating  from  that  institution  in 
1885.  Thereafter,  July  2,  1885,  he  moved  to  Boulder,  Montana,  where  he 
immediately  started  practicing  his  profession.  It  was  in  the  Boulder  val- 
ley that  he  devoted  his  entire  life  work  ministering  to  the  sickness  and 
distress  of  the  needy,  acting  at  times  as  county  physician,  as  physician  for 
the  deaf  and  blind  institution  at  Boulder,  as  physician  and  surgeon  for  the 
Great  Northern  railway  and  in  general  practice,  where  he  was  in  constant 
demand. 
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He  was  one  of  the  first  members  of  the  Boulder  Lodge  No.  41,  A.  F. 
and  A.  M.,  also  a  member  of  B.  P.  O.  E.  No.  240,  Butte,  Montana.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives  from  Jefferson  county  in  1907, 
a  member  of  the  State  Senate  in  the  Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  sessions  and 
the  Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  sessions;  as  President  Pro  Tern  of  the 
Senate  by  reason  of  the  absence  of  Governor  Norris  and  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor Allen  from  the  State,  he  was  acting  Governor  for  a  short  time  in 
November,  1912. 

During  the  Nineteenth  session  of  the  Legislature  Dr.  Leighton  was 
absent  much  of  the  time  from  the  Senate  deliberations  by  reason  of  his  ill 
health,  his  sickness  developing  to  be  a  long  and  lingering  one,  and  finally 
bringing  about  his  death,  which  came  peacefully  at  Murray  hospital,  Butte, 
Montana,  February  2,  1926,  no  doubt  hastened  by  the  death  of  his  beloved 
wife  and  companion  of  forty  years,  who  preceded  him  by  only  ten  days. 

Dr.  Leighton's  life  typified  the  best  in  citizenship.  He  ranked  high 
in  his  profession,  was  a  devoted  husband  and  a  loving  and  affectionate 
parent  and  a  staunch  friend. 

Be  It  Therefore  Resolved,  That  we  the  members  of  the  Senate  of  the 
Twentieth  Legislative  Assembly,  though  resigned  to  his  taking  by  the 
Almighty,  nevertheless,  deplore  his  passing,  and  extend  our  sincerest  sym- 
pathy to  the  surviving  members  of  his  beloved  family.

REPORT  OF  PARDONS,  COMMUTATIONS  AND  REMISSIONS 
OF  FINE,  1925-'26 

PARDONS 

Marion  Christensen — Committed  from  Gallatin  county  Oct.  9,  1924; 
arson;  1  to  2  years.  Later  it  became  necessary  to  remove  her  to  Hospital 
for  Insane.  Pardoned  Jan.  19,  1925;  recommended  by  Judge  and  Warden 
of  Prison. 

J.  E.  Mott — Yellowstone;  charge,  violating  anti-gambling  laws;  sen- 
tence, 3  months  in  county  jail  and  $400  fine.  Fine  was  paid  April  23,  1925, 
Mott  was  pardoned  of  unserved  portion  of  prison  term,  because  of  cer- 
tificates by  several  Billings  physicians  as  to  prisoner's  physical  condition, 
and  recommendations  from  both  District  Judges  and  County  Attorney. 

Henry  C.  Howard — Prairie;  committeed  March  23,  1923,  rape;  sentence 
25  to  50  years.  Howard  was  76  years  old,  a  G.  A.  R.  veteran,  and  had 
serious  heart  trouble.  Pardoned  April  20,  1925;  to  be  transferred  by  his 
family  to  Soldiers'  Home  at  Leavenworth;  recommended  by  County  Attor- 
ney and  Sheriff. 

Scott  K.  Cassill — Powell;  committed  July  6,  1924;  bank  fraud,  sentence 

1  to  3  years;  had  been  convicted  on  three  charges  of  grand  larceny,  in  each 
of  which  sentence  was  1  to  3  years.  Many  appeals  came  from  friends  in 
this  and  other  States,  and  on  April  1,  1925,  pardon  was  granted,  on  account 
of  prisoner's, youth  and  good  record,  that  he  might  take  a  position  awaiting 
him  on  the  West  Coast. 

Oliver  D,  Russell— Beaverhead;  convicted  Aug.  13,  1924;  rape;  sentence 

2  to  4  years.  Russell  was  an  overseas  veteran  and  lost  one  hand  and  sus- 
tained other  serious  injuries  in  the  service.  Nine  members  of  the  jury 
signed  a  petition  for  his  pardon,  and  the  District  Judge  approved  such 
course.  In  order  that  he  might  not  lose  his  compensation  and  right  to 
pension,  pardon  was  granted  June  5,  1925. 

Ed  Walker — Lewis  and  Clark;  on  plea  of  guilty  to  charge  of  drunk 
and  disorderly  was  given  suspended  sentence  of  six  months  in  county  jail; 
later  parole  was  revoked  on  account  of  similar  charge,  and  he  had  served 
about  half  his  term.  County  Attorney  and  Justice  of  the  Peace  recom- 
mended clemency,  and  on  July  1,  1925,  pardon  was  granted. 
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Henry  Buehler  and  Herbert  R.  Wolff — Flathead;  robbery;  sentenced 
Feb.  6,  1925,  from  1  to  2  years,  and  sentence  suspended.  Their  conduct 
had  been  such  that  District  Judge  and  County  Attorney  recommended  par- 
don and  this  was  granted  July  30,  1925. 

Rufus  Lewis— Lewis  and  Clark;  murder,  sentence,  life,  July  16,  1919. 
Lewis  was  77  years  old  and  always  asserted,  and  many  friends  believed, 
that  the  shooting  was  accidental.  Numerous  petitioners  asked  that  he  be 
pardoned,  that  he  might  be  taken  to  his  old  home  in  Iowa  by  his  daughter, 
and  this  was  granted  Aug.  25,  1925. 

Arthur  H.  Cooper — Cascade;  manufacturing  intoxicating  liquors;  sen- 
tenced June  30,  1925,  to  90  days  in  county  jail  and  fined  $200.  He  had 
served  two-thirds  of  his  jail  term,  had  no  money  with  which  to  pay  the 
fine,  and  on  recommendation  of  District  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff 
he  was  pardoned  on  Aug.  29,  1925. 

Grant  R.  Brown,  Jr. — Cascade;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  May  26,  1925, 
to  1  to  2  years.  Because  of  prisoner's  previous  excellent  record  and  state- 
ments on  his  behalf  by  District  Judge  and  County  Attorney,  pardon  was 
granted  on  Oct.  8,  1925. 

Fred  DeAngelis — Carbon;  first  degree  murder;  sentenced  Jan.  10,  1919, 
to  life  imprisonment.  It  was  shown  that  the  prisoner  was  suffering  from 
tuberculosis.  District  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  six  of  the  jurors  had 
spoken  in  his  behalf.  On  Feb.  4,  1926,  pardon  was  granted  on  condition 
that  DeAngelis  be  returned  to  his  home  in  Italy,  never  to  return.  This 
condition  was  fulfilled  shortly  thereafter. 

George  Palmer — Yellowstone;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  June  19,  1923, 
to  4  to  8  years.  A  year  later  he  escaped  from  the  Prison  farm  and  on 
recapture  a  week  later  was  given  an  additional  1  to  2  years.  On  recom- 
mendation of  County  Attorney,  presiding  Judge  and  owner  of  property 
stolen,  pardon  was  granted  March  24,  1926. 

John  Mosolo — Madison;  grand  larceny;  sentenced  in  June,  1919,  to  4 
to  8  years  and  sentence  suspended.  Many  prominent  citizens  of  county 
petitioned  in  his  behalf,  and  because  of  circumstances  surrounding  the  case 
and  Mosolo's  good  record,  and  in  order  that  he  might  secure  his  final 
papers  as  a  citizen,  pardon  was  granted  on  April  28,  1926. 

Charles  H.  Cassill — ^Powell;  convicted  July  26,  1924,  on  three  charges 
of  grand  larceny,  growing  out  of  a  bank  failure;  sentence,  3  to  6,  2  to  4,  and 
1  to  2  years;  had  been  paroled  on  first  sentence  and  served  5  months  on 
second.  Believing  the  man  had  been  sufficiently  punished,  pardon  was 
granted  May  26,  1926. 

Rodney  Kraut — -Missoula,  perjury;  sentenced  March  26,  1926,  to  3^/2 
to  7  years.  On  recommendation  of  County  Attorney  and  petitions  signed 
by  many  citizens  of  Missoula  and  Ravalli  counties,  pardon  was  granted 
July  15,  1926. 

Olaf  Richardson — Golden  Valley;  rape;  sentenced  Oct.  25,  1922,  to  8  to 
16  years.  He  would  have  been  parolable  in  a  short  time,  but  because  of 
his  age  and  physical  condition  and  statements  of  District  Judge  he  was 
pardoned  Aug.  14,  1926. 

Y.  E.  Hurt — Beaverhead;  violation  of  prohibition  laws;  sentenced  in 
June,  1925,  to  18  months  and  a  fine  of  $1,000.  Later  he  was  fined  an  addi- 
tional $500  for  contempt  of  court.  He  had  served  about  15  months.  On 
the  showing  that  he  had  no  money  or  property  and  that  his  family  were 
objects  of  charity,  and  the  recommendations  of  County  Attorney  and  Sheriff, 
he  was  pardoned  and  his  fines  remitted  on  Aug.  23,  1926. 

Andrew  Jacobsen — Missoula;  possessing  intoxicating  liquors;  sentence 
60  days  in  county  jail  and  a  fine  of  $200.  Because  of  his  advanced  age  and 
the  fact  that  he  was  only  technically  guilty,  pardon  was  granted  Sept. 
27,  1926,  conditioned  upon  his  payment  of  the  fine. 

Jack  Taylor — Fergus;  violation  of  liquor  laws,  two  counts;  sentenced 
July  27,  1926,  to  90  days  in  county  jail  on  each  count  and  a  fine  of  $200 
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ini  each,  fine  on  first  count  being  remitted  by  the  court.  Taylor  had  served 
four  months  of  his  terms,  had  no  money  with  which  to  pay  the  fine,  and 
was  suffering  from  toxic  goiter  and  in  need  of  hospital  attention.  Recom- 
mended by  both  District  Judges,  County  Attorney  and  members  of  Sheriff's 
force.   Pardoned  and  fine  remitted  Nov.  16,  1926, 

George  Myers — Cascade;  second  degree  murder;  sentenced  in  Jan.  1916, 
to  life  imprisonment.  Prisoner  is  an  old  man  and  had  been  behind  the  bars 
almost  eleven  years.  County  Attorney  had  no  objection  to  clemency.  Be- 
cause of  mitigating  circumstances  in  case,  age  of  prisoner  and  length  of  time 
served,  pardon  was  granted  Dec.  13,  1926. 

COMMUTATIONS 

Royal  Houger — Pondera;  burglary;  committed  to  Prison  March  31,  1924, 
for  term  of  3  to  10  years.  Houger  was  implicated  in  the  Valier  bank 
robbery,  but  pleaded  his  guilt  in  court  and  was  a  valuable  witness  in  a  case 
involving  a  bank  robbery  in  Canada,  aiding  in  conviction  of  the  chief,  of- 
fender and  recovery  of  a  large  amount  of  loot.  His  conduct  shortly  before 
his  arrest  and  in  the  prison  was  suc.h  as  to  give  promise  of  his  reformation, 
and  on  recommendation  of  County  Attorney  and  others  Houger's  sentence 
was  on  May  11,  1925,  commuted  to  2  to  10  years. 

Frank  Wilson — Flathead;  obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses;  re- 
ceived June  14,  1923,  sentence  6  to  14  years.  Wilson  had  done  good  work 
in  the  identification  department  at  the  prison  and  the  then  Warden  rec- 
ommended clemency,  as  did  the  prosecuting  witness  in  the  case.  On  May  21, 
1925,  sentence  was  commuted  to  4  to  14  years. 

Rollin  Ackerman — Dawson;  stealing  flax;  received  December  21,  1924, 
for  term  of  2  to  4  years.  On  recommendation  of  District  Judge  and  because 
of  prisoner's  youth,  sentence  was  on  August  8,  1925,  commuted  to  1  to  2 
years. 

Everett  Potter — Ravalli;  grand  larceny;  received  January  19,  1924, 
for  term  of  5  to  10  years.  District  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  nine  jurors 
asked  clemency  for  prisoner  and  on  October  8,  1925,  sentence  was  cut  to  2 
to  5  years. 

William  Starner — Wheatland;  rape;  sent  up  in  April,  1920,  for  15  to 
30  years.  He  was  in  his  75th  year  and  his  health  was  badly  broken.  His 
family  pleaded  that  he  be  not  permitted  to  die  within  the  prison  walls,  and 
on  January  2,  1926,  sentence  was  commuted  to  10  to  20  years, 

Raymond  Logan — Daniels:  grand  larceny;  received  August  18,  1924. 
for  a  term  of  5  to  10  years.  Clemency  recommended  by  District  Judge, 
County  Attorney  and  many  citizens  of  the  county.    Sentence  commuted  to 

3  to  6  years  on  February  9,  1926, 

Dan  Murphy — Silver  Bow;   robbery;    sent  up  February  18,  1925,  for 

4  to  9  years.  On  recommendation  of  District  Judge  and  County  Attorney 
sentence  was  on  March  1,  1926,  cut  to  2  to  4  years. 

George  Schaffer — Big  Horn;  rape;  received  March  18,  1924,  for  a  term 
of  12  to  24  years.  Schaffer  is  an  Indian,  and  epileptic  ,and  at  the  time  of 
the  commission  of  the  crime  was  only  18  years  of  age.  He  had  been  a 
model  prisoner  and  on  recommendation  of  the  County  Attorney  sentence 
was  on  April  10,  1926,  commuted  to  4  to  8  years. 

Edwin  Kemp — Lincoln;  rape;  received  September  29,  1925,  for  term 
of  2  to  4  years.  Kemp  was  little  more  than  a  boy  and  the  County  Attorney 
and  a  majority  of  the  jury  recommended  clemency.  On  April  14,  1926, 
sentence  was  reduced  to  1  to  2  years. 

Leslie  Fowler — Lewis  and  Clark;  burglary;  sent  up  December  31,  1924, 
for  5  to  10  years.  On  recommendation  of  the  District  Judge  and  County 
Attorney  sentence  was  on  May  6,  1926,  commuted  to  2V2  to  5  years, 

Ernest  Atencio — Silver  Bow;  rape;  sentenced  April  21,  1924,  to  20  to 
45  years.  Testimony  showed  that  he  was  convicted  on  the  uncorroborated 
evidence  of  a  nine-year-old  child  and  affidavits  were  submitted  showing 
that  the  child  had  been  drilled  by  her  parents  as  to  what  to  say  on  the 
witness  stand.    On  May  26,  1926,  sentence  was  commuted  to  5  to  10  years. 
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'  Ben  McPherson — McCone;  manslaughter;  sent  up  June  27,  1925,  for  5 
to  10  years.  Strong  appeals  were  made  by  residents  of  his  home  community 
and  l^is  physical  condition  was  shown  to  be  very  poor;  on  May  26,  1926, 
his  sentence  was  commuted  to  2  to  5  years. 

Fay  S.  Haskins — Yellowstone;   grand  larceny;   sent  up  November  28, 

1925,  for  2  to  4  years.  He  had  a  dependent  family,  a  good  position  was 
awaiting  him,  and  on  recommendation  of  the  presiding  'Judge  and  County 
Attorney,  with  the  prosecuting  witness,  sentence  was  on  July  28,  1926,  cut 
to  1  to  2  years. 

Joseph  Putzel — Silver  Bow;  robbery;  sentenced  February  18,  1925,  for 
4  to  9  years.  On  recommendation  of  the  presiding  Judge  and  County  At- 
torney and  because  of  his  good  record,  sentence  was  on  July  28,  1926,  cut 
to  3  to  6  years. 

Don  DeShirlia — Sanders;  assault  in  the  first  degree;  sent  up  March 
26,  1925,  for  5  to  10  years.  He  had  formerly  been  a  police  officer  at  Po- 
catello,  Idaho,  and  officials  of  that  city  petitioned  for  clemency  for  him.  He 
had  served  16  months  ,and  in  the  belief  that  he  had  been  adequately  pun- 
ishel  his  sentence  was  on  July  30,  1926,  cut  to  2  to  5  years. 

Mark  Mills  and  Harold  Seifert — Silver  Bow;  robbery;  sentenced  July 
8,  1925,  to  12  to  30  years.  A  large  number  of  friends  of  the  youths  in  their 
home  state  of  Missouri  petitioned  for  clemency,  and  in  this  were  joined  by 
the  victims  of  the  robbery  and  other  citizens  and  officials  of  the  city  of 
Butte,  while  the  presiding  Judge  offered  no  objection  to  a  reduction  in 
sentences.  Because  of  the  youth  of  the  prisoners  and  to  give  them  their 
chance  in  life,  the  sentences  were  com.muted  on  August  13,  1926,  to  4  to  8 
years. 

Louie  Won — Silver  Bow;  first  degree  murder;  sentence,  death.  The 
crime  was  committed  in  a  Butte  brothel  and  numerous  circumstances  con- 
tributed to  the  belief  that  the  Chinaman,  who  was  only  19  years  of  age, 
should  not  be  made  to  pay  the  extreme  penalty.  Clemency  was  urged  by 
58  of  the  70  members  of  the  Butte  bar,  a  large  number  of  the  city's  promi- 
nent citizens  in  all  walks  of  life,  and  11  of  the  jurors.  On  August  24,  1926, 
the  sentence  was  commuted  to  life  imprisonment. 

Clarence  Preston — Judith  Basin;  burglary;  sent  up  January  29,  1926, 
for  3  to  6  years.  District  Judge  and  County  Attorney  recommended  clem- 
ency because  of  extreme  youth  of  prisoner  and  sufficient  punishment.  Com- 
muted September  1,  1926,  to  1%  to  3  years. 

Winfred  J.  Morss — Fergus;  burglary;  sentenced  January  29,  1926,  to 
3  to  6  years.  Prisoner  was  in  his  teens  at  time  of  crime.  County  Attorney 
and  others  recommended  executive  action  and  on  September  1,  1926,  sen- 
tence was  cut  to  IVz  to  3  (three)  years. 

John  Welch — Gallatin-  burglary;  sentenced  February  26,  1924,  to  6V2 
to  15  years.  His  prison  record  had  been  excellent,  and  clemency  was 
recommended  by  District  Judge,  County  Attorney  and  Warden.  Sentence 
commuted  September  15,  1926,  to  5  to  10  years. 

William  L.  Hemrick — Carter;  first  degree  assault;  committed  April 
16,  1926,  for  5  to  10  years.  On  account  of  poor  physical  condition,  and 
recommendation  of  presiding  Judge,  sentence  was  on  October  6,  1926,  cut 
to  1  to  5  years. 

Thomas  Berg — Sweet  Grass;  possession  of  intoxicating  liquors;  sen- 
tenced October  5,  1926,  to  60  days  in  jail  and  fined  $200.  He  was  a  hard- 
working man  of  previous  good  reputation,  and  had  a  dependent  family  in 
desperate  condition.   The  District  Judge  urged  clemency  and  on  October  20. 

1926,  sentence  was  commuted  to  30  days,  conditioned  upon  payment  of 
the  fine. 

Ralph  Hardenbrook — Fergus;  grand  larceny;  sent  up  in  January,  1926, 
for  4  to  8  years.  On  recommendation  of  District  Judge  and  County  Attorney 
sentence  was  commuted  November  5,  1926,  to  2  to  4  years. 
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E.  B.  Hunter — Toole;  manslaughter;  sentenced  in  January,  1925,  to 
5  to  10  years.  Hunter  had  served  nearly  2  years,  had  been  a  model  prisoner, 
and  many  citizens  of  Toole  and  Cascade  counties  petitioned  for  clemency, 
among  these  being  the  Cascade  County  Attorney.  On  December  13,  1926, 
sentence  was  commuted  to  3  to  6  years. 

FINES  REMITTED 

Charles  Langston — Wheatland;  manufacturing  liquor;  sentenced  at 
Fall  Term,  1924,  to  60  days  in  county  jail  and  fined  $200.  Langston  had 
served  his  term  but  was  unable  to  pay  the  fine.  He  had  three  motherless 
children  for  which  the  county  had  been  caring.   Fine  was  remitted  February 

7,  1925,  on  recommendation  of  District  Judge. 

Jess  Franklin — Wheatland;  violation  of  prohibition  laws;  sentenced 
December  4,  1924,  to  4  months  in  county  jail  and  fined  $700.  He  served 
his  time  and  it  was  claimed  he  could  not  pay  the  fine.  Four  of  the  jurors  in 
his  case  asked  that  the  fine  be  remitted.    This  was  done  March  21,  1925. 

Charles  Brubaker — Dawson;  Selling  liquor  to  minor;  sentenced 
November  24,  1924,  to  9  months  in  county  jail  and  fined  $750.  Prisoner  had 
served  more  than  his  jail  term,  was  without  funds,  and  on  August  31,  1925, 
unserved  portion  of  fine  was  remitted.  Recommended  by  District  Judge, 
County  Attorney  and  numerous  business  men  of  Glendive. 

Frank  R.  Bradley — Richland;  manufacture  and  possession  of  liquor; 
sentenced  June  10,  1925,  to  90  days  in  jail  and  fined  $250  on  each  of  two 
counts,  jail  sentence  to  run  concurrently.  Bradley  served  his  time  and  was 
unable  to  pay  the  fines.  The  District  Judge,  keeping  a  promise  made  from 
the  bench,  interceded  in  the  prisoner's  behalf,  and  on  October  2,  1925,  un- 
served portion  of  fines  were  remitted. 

Pearl  Moore — Richland;  violation  of  prohibition  laws;  sentenced 
February  20,  1925,  to  6  months  in  jail  and  fined  $500  on  each  of  two  counts, 
jail  sentences  to  run  concurrently.  Moore  had  served  his  jail  terms  and  a 
part  of  his  fines.  County  was  aiding  his  family  while  he  was  in  jail. 
County  Attorney  and  many  petitioners  asked  clemency,  and  on  October  7, 
1925,  fine  on  second  count  was  reduced  to  $250. 

Frank  Keyes — Jefferson;  possession  of  liquor;  sentenced  in  May,  1925, 
to  4  months  in  jail  and  fined  $500.  Had  served  a  month  beyond  his  jail 
term.  Sheriff  and  others  asked  a  remission  of  fine  in  order  that  Keyes 
might  go  to  another  state  to  take  a  position  that  awaited  him.    On  October 

8,  1925,  unserved  portion  of  fine  was  remitted,  on  condition  that  he  leave 
the  state. 

Robert  D.  Harrington — Flathead;  violation  of  prohibition  laws;  sen- 
tenced in  July,  1925,  to  90  days  and  fined  $500.  On  suggestion  of  County 
Attorney  and  petitioners  fine  was  reduced  to  $200  on  October  15,  1925. 

Alice  Hill — Custer;  violating  prohibition  laws;  sentenced  at  April  term, 
1925,  to  6  months  in  jail  and  fined  $750.  On  recommendation  of  Distric-t 
Judge  and  County  Attorney,  fine  was  on  November  4,  1925,  reduced  to  $150, 
she  having  served  more  than  her  jail  term. 

Wong  Jan  Yen — Yellowstone;  second  degree  assault;  sentenced  Nov. 
1922,  to  2  to  5  years  and  fined  $2,000.  Prisoner  had  served  more  than  3 
years,  but  question  of  parole  was  complicated  by  the  fine  imposed.  Feeling 
that  the  prisoner  had  been  sufficiently  punished,  the  fine  was  remitted  on 
January  2,  1926. 

Ed  Hedrick— Phillips;  in  May,  1925,  sentenced  to  40  days  in  jail  and 
fined  $50  for  disorderly  conduct.  Later  charged  on  two  counts  with  violat- 
ing the  prohibition  laws  and  sentenced  to  120  days  in  jail  and  fined  $400. 
He  had  spent  8  months  in  jail  and  was  without  funds.  On  recommendation 
of  County  Attorney  unserved  portion  of  fines  were  remitted  January  8,  1926. 

Angus  McLead — Deer  Lodge;  selling  liquor;  sentenced  December  12, 
1925,  to  60  days  in  jail  and  fined  $200.  On  recommendation  of  District 
Judge  the  fine  was  remitted  on  January  27,  1926. 
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Louis  Hilt — Cascade;  violating  prohibition  laws;  sentenced  February 
*9,  1926,  to  60  days  in  jail  and  fined  $100.  On  recommendation  of  County 
'  Attorney  and  County  Commissioners  fine  was  remitted  March  18,  1926. 

Wong  Fong — Yellowstone;  selling  cocaine;  sentenced  in  May,  1925, 
to  5  to  10  years  and  fined  $1,000.  Fong  was  62  years  old  and  had  lived 
in  Montana  near  a  quarter  of  a  century.  It  was  insisted  that  he  would 
never  be  able  to  pay  the  fine,  which  fact  would  greatly  delay  his  chance  for 
a  parole.    On  May  1,  1926,  the  fine  was  remitted. 

Leroy  Ogle  and  Roy  Dirl — Dawson;  violation  of  liquor  laws;  sentenced 
January  15,  1926 — Ogle  to  90  days  in  county  jail  on  each  of  two  counts 
and  fined  $200  in  each;  Dirl  to  90  days  and  fined  $400.  Their  jail  terms 
had  been  served.  On  April  20,  1926,  Ogle  was  granted  a  remission  of  the 
unserved  portions  of  his  fines,  while  Dirl's  fine  was  reduced  to  $200; 
recommended  by  District  Judge. 

Edgar  McClanahan — Stillwater;  possession  of  liquor;  sentenced  Jan. 
7,  1926,  to  60  ^ays  in  jail  and  fined  $200.  He  had  long  since  completed  his 
jail  sentence,  and  on  recommendation  of  District  Judge  and  County  Attor- 
ney the  unserved  portion  of  his  fine  was  remitted  May  6,  1926. 

Martin  Sorenson — Beaverhead;  violating  prohibition  laws;  sentenced 
in  June,  1925,  on  two  counts — on  one,  six  months  in  the  county  jail  and 
fined  $750;  on  the  other,  three  months  in  jail  and  fined  $250.  He  had  no 
;  money  with  which  to  pay  the  fines;  he  was  65  years  old;  prominent 
citizens  pleaded  for  him.   On  August  30,  1926,  fines  were  remitted. 

Lottie  Young — Custer;  possessing  liquor  and  maintaining  a  common 
nuisance;  sentenced  at  April  term,  1926,  to  sixty  days  in  jail  and  fined 
$250  on  each  of  two  counts.  She  had  served  her  jail  term  and  more,  and 
on  October  13,  1926,  on  recommendation  of  the  District  Judge,  the  fine  was 
reduced  to  $100. 

Harry  Long — Fergus;  violating  prohibition  laws;  sentenced  August  28, 
1926,  to  60  days  in  jail  and  fined  $200.  Had  served  the  jail  term  but  was 
unable  to  pay  fine.  On  recommendation  of  District  Judge,  County  Attorney, 
Sheriff  and  others  the  fine  was  remitted  on  November  9,  1926. 

Dan  Duncan — Flathead;  violating  prohibition  laws;  sentenced  in  May 
1926,  to  90  days  in  jail  and  fined  $1,000.  Had  served  his  jail  and  nearly 
three  months  on  the  fine.  County  Attorney  recommended  clemency.  On 
November  16,  1926,  unserved  portion  of  fine  was  remitted. 

TRANSFERRED 

James  DeLong — Convicted  in  Park  county  on  a  charge  of  grand  larceny 
and  sent  up  for  3%  to  7  years,  on  July  20,  1926.  It  developed  that  at  the 
time  of  his  conviction  DeLong  was  only  17  years  of  age,  but  he  had  kept 
the  fact  form  the  court.  On  September  27,  1926,  he  was  ordered  transferred 
to  the  State  Industrial  School. 

COMMUTATION  BY  ACTING  GOVERNOR 
Raymond  Douglas — Flathead;   murder  in  the  second  degree;   sent  up 
March  30,  1923,  for  18  to  50  years.    His  conduct  in  prison  had  been  ex- 
emplary, and  because  of  his  youth  the  minimum  of  his  sentence  was  on 
June  10,  1925,  reduced  to  9  years. 

Moved  by  Senator  Stewart,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  that  the  fore- 
going report  from  the  Governor  be  considered  read  at  length  and  that  suf- 
ficient typewritten  copies  be  made  to  place  a  copy  on  the  desk  of  each 
member  of  the  Senate.

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By  Donaldson  and  Flachsenhar:  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled:  "An  Act 
to  amend  Section  651  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921  as  amended 
by  Chapter  133  of  the  Laws  of  the  Eighteenth  Legislative  Assembly  relating 
to  the  arrangement,  printing  and  voting  of  ballots  at  primary  elections." 

By  Reed:  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled:  "An  Act  providing  for  the  es- 
tablishment, maintenance  and  operation  of  a  centralized  accounting  agency 
and  a  centralized  accounting  system  for  the  State  of  Montana  and  all  it's 
offices,  departments,  bureaus,  institutions,  boards,  commissions  and 
agencies;  constituting  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  such  centralized  ac- 
counting agency  and  fixing,  prescribing  and  defining  the  powers,  duties 
and  authority  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  as  such  centralized  ac- 
counting agency,  in  connection  with  the  establishment,  maintenance  and 
operation  of  such  centralized  accounting  agency  and  system;  and  providing 
penalties  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  of  the  orders, 
directions,  rules  and  regulations  of  such  centralized  accounting  agency." 

By  Marshall  and  Lillis:  A  Bill  for  an  Act  entitled:  "An  J^t  to  amend

I  am  wondering  if  your  Legislature  is  in  session  and  whether  he  might 
not  to  advantage  address  them  immediately  following  his  Bismarck  engage- 
ment— say  January  17th.

Montana,  upon  the  ground  that  the  said  Charles  E.  Taylor  was  not  a  resi- 
dent of  the  State  of  Montana  for  one  year  preceding  his  election,  report  as 
follows: 

Your  Committee  met  on  January  6,  1927,  all  members  being  present, 
and  set  the  date  of  hearing  said  contest  for  January  13th  at  2  o'clock  p,  m., 
and  gave  notice  of  such  hearing  to  Mr.  Larson  and  to  Mr.  Taylor. 
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On  January  13,  1927,  at  2  o'clock  p.  m.  your  committee  met,  all  mem- 
bers being  present  except  Senator  Dowlin,  and  took  up  the  matter  of  hear- 
ing said  contest.  Mr.  Larson  did  not  appear  before  your  Committee  and 
advised  the  chairman  of  your  committee  by  letter  that  he  could  not  be  here. 
Senator  Taylor  appeared  before  the  committee  and  submitted  a  statement 
in  writing  and  was  sworn  and  testified  to  the  effect  that  his  absence  from 
the  State  of  Montana  between  July,  1925,  and  May,  1926,  was  only  for  the 
temporary  purpose  of  doing  certain  special  work  for  the  Radium  Remedies 
Company  of  which  he  was  an  officer  and  that  he  at  all  times  intended  to 
return  to  the  State  of  Montana  as  soon  as  such  special  work  was  com- 
pleted; that  during  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1925  and  the  early  part  of 
the  year  1926  he  returned  several  times  to  Plentywood,  Montana,  and  made 
extended  visits  there;  that  he  at  all  times  retained  his  business  connections 
in  Plentywood,  Montana,  and  that  his  wife  retained  her  ownership  of  the 
home  in  Plentywood,  Montana,  and  that  he  at  all  times  intended  to  return  to

INTRODUCTION  OF  BILLS 

The  following  bills  were  introduced,  read  first  and  second  times,  and 
referred : 

_  S.  J.  R.  No.  2,  Introduced  by  Shelver:  A  Resolution  expressing  the 
desire  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana  to  his  excellency  the  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America  that  he  take  steps  to  negotiate  a  treaty 
with  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  furtherance  of  the  Great  Lakes-St.  Law- 
rence Waterway. 

Whereas,  A  Joint  Board  of  Engineers  representing  the  United  States 
and  Canada  have  officially  and  unanimously  declared  ship  channel  con- 
nection between  the  Great  Lakes  and  the  Atlantic  by  way  of  the  St.  Law- 
rence to  be  practical;  and 

Whereas,  The  St.  Lawrence  Commission  of  the  United  States  appointed 
to  determine  the  need  of  such  a  waterway  has  unanimously  declared,  in  its 
report  to  the  President,  made  December  27th,  1926,  that: 

"The  Construction  of  the  shipway  from  the  Great  Lakes  to  the  sea  is 
imperative  both  for  the  relief  and  for  the  future  development  of  a  vast 
area  in  the  interior  of  the  continent"  and  that:  "It  has  been  estimated 
the  values  of  a  single  year  to  the  farmers  alone  would  equal  the  capital 
cost  of  the  waterway"  and  that:    "The  economic  importance  of  the  im- 
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provement  would  be  far  greater  than  the  savings  made  upon  the  actual 
tonnage  transported,  important  though  that  would  be";  and 

Whereas,  The  growth  of  the  State  of  Montana,  the  development  of  her 
agricultural  and  mineral  resources,  her  present  prosperity  and  her  future 
welfare  all  demand  permanent  relief  from  the  existing  high  transportation 
costs  to  and  from  the  markets  of  the  world,  and  require  that  freedom 
to  enter  into  world  commerce  nov/  denied  to  her  by  reason  of  distance  from 
the  Atlantic  ocean — a  situation  resulting  in  a  combined  rail-and-ocean 
transportation  cost,  prohibitive  to  many  of  her  potential  industries,  and 
oppressive  to  those  industries  which  now  exist;  and 

Whereas,  The  St.  Lawrence  waterway  would  give  to  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana a  sea  base  fourteen  hundred  miles  nearer  to  her  eastern  border  than 
at  present,  and  by  such  removal  would  permanently  lower  her  rail-and- 
ocean  costs  of  transportation  to  and  from  world  markets;  would  increase 
the  demand  for  her  agricultural  products;  would  stimulate  the  develop- 
ment of  her  mineral  wealth;  would  invite  new  enterprise,  and,  generally, 
would  assure  to  her  citizens  an  enlarged  and  abiding  prosperity;  now, 
therefore 

Be  It  Resolved,  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Montana,  the  House  of 
Representatives  concurring.  That  we  do  most  earnestly  urge  upon  the 
President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  the  imperative  national  need 
of  such  waterway,  and  that  we  do  further  express  to  him  the  desire  of 
the  people  of  the  State  of  Montana  that  immediate  steps  be  taken  for  the 
negotiation  of  a  treaty  with  the  Dominion  of  Canada  in  furtherance  of  the 
Great  Lakes-St.  Lav>^rence  waterway.  Referred  to  Committee  on  Federal 
Relations. 

Moved  by  Senator  Griffin,  duly  seconded  and  carried,  that  on  second 
reading  S.  J.  R.  No.  3  be  considered  read  at  length. 
S.  J.  R.  No.  3,  introduced  by  McCormick: 

Whereas,  It  is  plainly  made  to  appear  to  the  Twentieth  Legislative 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana  that  enrolled  bills  and  acts  of  previous 
legislative  assemblies  of  the  state  certified  to  each  house  by  the  enrolling 
committee  thereof,  and  on  such  certification  duly  authenticated  by  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  thereafter  approved  by  the  Governor,  contain  errors  of  text  and  con- 
tent and  do  not  conform  with  veritv  to  the  Journals  of  the  Senate  or  the 
House  of  Representatives,  but  on  the  contrary,  contain  express  departures 
from  the  official  legislative  action  of  the  assembly  and  its  constituent 
houses;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  plainly  made  to  appear  that  the  State  of  Montana  has 
been  deliberately  prejudiced  and  grossly  injured,  and  the  action  of  the 
constituent  houses  of  the  leglislative  assembly  violated  and  misrepresented, 
and  such  departures,  alterations  and  modifications  of  the  official  resolu- 
tions and  acts  of  said  legislative  assembly  impugn  the  integrity  of  all  legis- 
lation; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana, the  House  of  Representatives  concurring,  That  Rule  No.  11,  of  the 
Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  be  amended  by 
the  addition  thereto  of  the  following  paragraph,  to-wit: 

That  all  bills  after  enrolling,  and  before  the  same  are  signed  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  or  the  President  of  the  Senate,  respectively,  shall 
be  referred,  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  House  in  which  the  bill 
originated,  to  a  standing  committee  consisting  of  not  more  than  five  mem- 
bers, to  be  appointed  by  each  House  in  the  same  manner  as  other  stand- 
ing committees  are  appointed,  to  compare  the  enrolled  bills  with  the 
Journal  of  the  House  in  which  the  bill  originated  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
paring the  verity  of  the  enrolled  bill  with  the  Journal  of  the  House  in 
which  it  originated,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  clerical  errors,  or 
'Such  other  errors  as  shall  appear  in  the  said  enrolled  bill,  when  compared 
with  the  Journal  of  the  House  or  Senate,  as  the  case  may  be. 
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In  the  event  that  this  standing  committee  shall  determine  that  the  en- 
rolled bill  does  not  compare  exactly  with  the  Journal  of  the  House  in 
which  said  bill  originated,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  committee  to  certify 
the  same  back  to  their  presiding  officer  with  the  recommendation  that  said 
•  bill  be  re-enrolled  to  correct  such  clerical  error,  mistakes,  or  changes,  or 
that  the  same  be  referred  to  the  House  in  which  said  bill  originated  for 
such  action  thereon  as  such  house  shall  deem  necessary  and  proper  for  the 
correction  of  errors,  changes  or  discrepancies  in  said  bill. 

This  committee  shall  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Verification  of 
Enrolled  Bills,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee  to  verify  the  cor- 
rect enrollmen,t  of  all  bills  referred  to  it  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
house  in  which  said  committee  is  serving.  That  such  committee  shall 
make  a  separate  report  on  each  bill  and  shall  certify  that  each  bill  re- 
ported on  by  said  committee  has  been  duly  verified  with  the  Journal  of 
the  house  wherein  it  originated  and  that  the  said  bill  is  duly  and  correctly 
enrolled  and  that  each  report  on  each  separate  bill  shall  be  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  said  committee.

Whereas,  From  said  report  the  committee  made  certain  recommenda- 
tions with  reference  to  the  books  and  affairs  of  the  State  Fish  and  Game 
Commission;  and 

Whereas,  It  was  found  by  said  committee  that  the  State  Fish  and 
Game  Commission  is  not  responsible  for  their  actions  or  activities  to  any 
officer,  board,  or  other  authority  of  the  State  of  Montana; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  by  the  Senate  that  the  President  of 
the  Senate  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  investigate  the  activities  of 
the  said  Fish  and  Game  Commission  for  the  past  two  years,  investigate 
the  amount  of  funds  received  by  the  said  commission  and  the  disposition 
thereof,  and  investigate  any  officer  or  appointee  of  said  Fish  and  Game 
Commission  and  his  activities,  and  the  amount  of  funds  that  he  has  re- 
ceived and  expended,  and  to  audit,  if  necessary,  the  books  of  said  Fish  and 
Game  Commission  and  do  such  other  things  and  acts  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  give  the  Senate  a  complete  renort  and  full  information  regarding

MOTIONS  AND  RESOLUTIONS 
The  Committee  on  Education  submitted  the  following  resolution: 
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WHEREAS,  Education  in  all  its  phases,  from  the  elementary  schools 
to  the  units  of  the  university,  is  of  paramount  importance  to  the  State  of 
Montana,  and  offers  many  pressing  problems  which  should  be  solved  in  the 
near  future,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Many  agencies  in  the  state  are  attempting  a  campaign 
looking  toward  a  policy  of  land  settlement  and  an  influx  of  new  settlers,  and, 

WHEREAS,  Efforts  in  behalf  of  such  encouragement  of  new  settlers 
may  be  nullified  by  lack  of  school  facilities  and  by  exorbitant  special  school 
tax  levies,  and, 

WHEREAS,  All  history  teaches  that  when  educational  privileges  are 
extended  the  producing  power  of  the  people  is  increased  and  the  desire  for 
improved  living  is  advanced;  in  consequence  the  economic  law  operates  to 
increase  the  volume  of  trade,  to  advance  real  estate  values  in  town  and 
country,  to  induce  immigration,  to  lift  the  level  of  living  and  culture,  and 
to  develop  a  more  stable  and  contented  people,  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Governor  of  the  State,  in  his  message  to  this  legisla- 
tive assembly,  has  recommended  that  "The  school  laws  be  amended  so  that 
there  may  be  brought  about  a  more  equitable  distribution  of  school  funds 
and  a  more  economical  use  of  the  revenues  raised  for  school  purposes  to  the 
end  that  all  children  may  have  the  equal  opportunities  to  secure  a  common 
school  education,"  and  in  the  same  message  has  further  recommended  that 
something  should  be  done  to  finance  the  educational  institutions  of  the 
State  after  1930,  when  the  authorization  for  the  present  State  tax  levy  will 
expire. 

THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED,  That  a  committee  be  appointed,  con- 
sisting of  three  members  of  the  Senate  and  three  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives,  to  confer  with  the  Governor  of  the  State  and  arrange 
with  him  for  calling  in  Helena  on  February  5th,  1927,  a  conference  of  citi- 
zens of  the  state,  representative  of  industrial,  agricultural,  labor,  commer- 
cial, transportation  and  other  activities  depending  for  their  survival  on  the 
development  of  the  state's  material  and  educational  resources,  to  consider 
and  recommend  specific  plans  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes  men- 
tioned in  the  Governor's  message,  as  above  quoted,  and  for  the  solution  of 
educational  problems  of  importance  to  the  State.

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The  receipts  for  1926  show  $6,175.27  less  than  the  receipts  for  1925, 
not  including  the  $40,000.00  and  interest  received  from  previous  invest- 
ments. 

The  expenditures  were  $34,076.16  more  in  1926  than  they  were  in  1925, 
and  we  further  note  that  the  disbursements  in  1926  were  $719.14  more 
than  the  receipts. 

On  account  of  expenditures  exceeding  receipts  this  past  year,  we,  your 
committee,  would  recommend  against  a  raise  in  salaries  or  expenses  of  any 
officers  or  employees  except  that  of  Fish  Culturist,  which  we  believe  to 
be  the  most  important  office  in  the  department,  and  recommend  that,  if 
necessary,  a  yearly  salal^y  of  $3,600.00  be  allowed  to  this  officer. 

We  also  recommend  that  there  be  established  at  once  an  inventory 
showing  the  value  of  all  property,  both  real  and  personal,  under  the 
control  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Department  and  that  this  inventory  should 
be  clearly  itemized  and  show  in  their  books  at  the  present  value  of  the 
property. 

We  have  made  efforts  to  obtain  the  amounts  unpaid  by  those  selling 
licenses  and  find  delinquencies  for  1920,  21  and  22,  amounting  to  $2,177.00; 
for  1923,  $4,567.00;  for  1924,  $2,140.00;  and  for  1925,  $936.80.  Some  of 
these  accounts  are  very  large,  a  few  of  them  running  around  $1,000.00 
each  and  we  believe  every  possible  effort  should  be  made  to  collect  them, 
and  those  impossible  to  collect  be  charged  off  and  not  appear  as  article 
of  value  on  their  books. 

To  avoid  future  losses,  we  recommend  that  each  party  or  concern  that 
sells  licenses  be  required  to  sign  a  contract  which  shall  have  an  additional 
signer  who  states  that  he  or  they  are  worth  at  least  Five  Thousand  t)ol- 
lars  ($5,000.00)  in  real  property  in  the  State  of  Montana,  and  that  this 
signer  shall  become  liable  for  a  full  and  complete  settlement  of  all  such 
dealer's  license  accounts. 

We  find  that  the  sum  of  $6,494.00  was  expended  during  the  year  1926 
for  foreign  birds.  We  do  not  believe  the  expenditure  is  justified.  We  be- 
lieve that  added  protection  to  our  native  birds  will  be  just  as  satisfactory 
to  the  sportsmen  and  that  this  amount  of  money  would  do  much  more  good 
expended  in  efforts  to  increase  our  supply  of  fish  and  game. 

Your  committee  respectfully  calls  your  attention  to  the  wording  of 
Section  3665,  which  makes  it  compulsory  for  the  Fish  and  Game  Commis- 
sion to  employ  a  Fish  Culturist.  This  has  not  been  done  for  the  past  two 
years  and  the  Commission  tells  us  that  they  are  not  able  to  get  an 
efficient  fish  culturist  for  the  $3,000.00  salary  allowed.  We  believe  that' 
an  efficient  fish  culturist  should  be  employed  and  recommend  that  a  salary 
of  $3,600.00  be  paid  if  necessary,  as  without  the  services  of  an  expert  fish 
culturist  a  large  amount  of  money  and  effort  can  be  entirely  lost  through 
lack  of  understanding  in  the  handling  of  fish  hatcheries. 

The  Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly  amended  Section  3656  of  the 
fish  and  game  laws  and  removed  one  of  the  most  important  powers  of  the 
Fish  and  Game  Commission  when  they  placed  the  appointing  of  deputy 
wardens  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Fish  and  Game  Warden.  The 
dissatisfaction  that  this  has  created  during  the  past  two  years  that  the 
Fish  and  Game  Warden  has  exercised  this  power  is  so  great  that  we  espe- 
cially recommend  that  this  Section  3656  be  amended  by  the  present  legis- 
lative assembly  and  that  the  powers  of  anpointing  all  deputy  wardens  be 
again  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission,  if  they  are 
to  be  held  responsible  for  the  proper  handling  of  this  important  work.  We 
find  that  previous  to  January  1.  1925,  there  was  no  detailed  bookkeeping 
system  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Department.  We  are  told 
that  a  system  of  books  was  installed  July  1.  1925,  and  that  at  that  time 
efforts  were  made  to  bring  all  records  from  January  1st  of  that  year  under 
this  system. 

We  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  law  provides  that  when 
deputy  game  wardens  have  been  appointed  at  a  certain  salary  and  retained 
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in  service  for  a  certain  length  of  time,  during  which  their  salary  is  raised 
from  year  to  year,  that  they  automatically  become  protected  by  the  law 
as  to  discharge — the  law  providing  that  they  shall  have  a  hearing  before 
their  services  are  dispensed  with.    We  further  find  that,  when  this  system 
of  bookkeeping  was  installed,  deputy  game  wardens  who  had  been  in  the 
employ  of  the  department  for  many  years  were  carried  under  this  new 
bookkeeping  system  as  special  deputies  and,  on  July  1,  1925,  the  State 
:  Game  Warden  appointed  a  number  of  deputy  game  wardens  satisfactory  to 
I  him,  and  in  so  doing,  many  of  the  old  employees  were  automatically  cut 
j:  off  without  any  hearing  as  provided  by  law.    This  caused  much  dissatis- 
}  faction    among   the    sportsmen  and  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  we  have 
I  recommended  that  the  powers  of  appointing  the  deputy  game  wardens 

should  again  rest  with  the  Fish  and  Game  Commission, 
j        We  find  in  our  investigation  that,  as  far  back  as  it  extends,  politics 
I  has  had  much  to  do  with  directing  the  affirs  of  the  department.    The  de- 
I  partment  is  today  accountable  to  no  one  and  has  the  handling  of  large 
amounts  of  money  and  property  and  we,  your  committee,  believe  that  the 
State  would  be  better  served  if  the  affairs  of  the  Fish  and  Game  Depart- 
ment were  handled  under  the  direction  of  a  person  or  body  elected  by  the 
people  and  were  accountable  for  all  their  actions  and  finances  through  the 
regular  channels,  as  other  offices  are.

I  REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

I  The  special  committee  appointed  February  10th  to  investigate  salaries 
I  of  employees  of  state  offices  and  actual  cost  of  printing  proposed  constitu- 
f  tional  amendments  submitted  the  follovving  report: 

SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

I  ^      We,  your  special  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  investigating 
['  illegal  salary  increases  of  certain  state  employees  and  also  the  publication 
I  of  proposed  constitutional  amendments,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 
:        Your  committee  was  cordially  and  respectfully  received  by  all  the 
state  officers  interviewed  with  the  exception  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  who 
became  abusive  and  insulting  and  referred  to  the  legislature  as  a  ''lot  of 
empty  heads".    The  committee  could  obtain  no  definite  information  from 
this  officer  and  was  compelled  to  seek  independent  means  of  advice  both 
as  to  the  publishing  of  proposed  constitutional  amendments  and  the  illegal 
;  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  deputy  of  that  office. 

With  respect  to  the  matter  of  the  salaries  of  the  deputies  in  the  offices 
of  the  State  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Secretary  of  State,  we  find  that  there 
was  no  legal  authority  for  raising  such  salaries  to  the  amounts  that  have 
been  for  several  years  paid  to  such  deputies.  Where  the  compensation  for 
any  particular  office  has  been  fixed  and  determined  by  the  legislature,  we 
deny,  as  a  matter  of  right  and  legal  principle,  that  such  compensation  can 
be  increased  by  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  even  though  it  is  under 
■  the  pretended  authority  of  Section  273  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana, 
1921.  Under  the  provisions  of  this  enactment,  the  Board  of  Examiners  may 
by  "written  resolution  fix  and  designate  the  number,  compensation,  term 
«ind  tenure  of  office  of  all  assistants,  clerks  and  stenographers  for  all  civil 
executive  state  officers,  boards,  commissions  or  departments,  and  a  cer- 
tified copy  of  said  resolution  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  State  Auditor 
before  the  same  shall  become  effective."  This  law  was  enacted  in  1921  and 
although  the  minutes  of  the  said  Board  of  Examiners  have  been  carefully 
scrutinized,  your  committee  found  but  one  decrease  in  the.  salary  of  any 
state  employee  and  this  decrease  was  not  long  in  effect.  The  general  effect 
of  this  law  was  to  constantly  increase  salaries  of  various  employees. 
Although  salaries  were  raised  from  time  to  time  by  the  board  we  were 
able  to  find  but  one  entry  in  the  minutes  where  a  deputy's  salary  has 
been  increased  by  the  action  of  the  board,  being  that  of  the  Deputy  Auditor 
and  dated  June  6,  1923,  although  his  salary  was  immediately  raised  as 
soon  as  the  law  became  effective.  The  other  deputies'  salaries  were  raised 
and  warrants  drawn  accordingly  without  any  apparent  action  by  the  board 
at  least,  so  far  as  is  disclosed  by  its  minutes.  Even  the  heads  of  the  de- 
partments were  unable  to  explain  the  process  by  which  the  compensation 
of  their  employees  was  increased.  It  appears  to  your  committee  that  in- 
sufficient supervision  is  being  exercised  by  the  president  and  other  mem- 
bers of  the  board  and  that  more  business  like  methods  should  be  insisted 
upon.    A  private  enterprise  would  not  long  survive  bankruptcy  if  no  better 
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business  pricinples  were  employed.  Your  committee  also  found  that  sal- : 
aries  paid  in  some  offices  were  higher  than  in  others  for  practically  the  i 
same  kind  of  work.  This  result  naturally  follows  under  the  operation  of  { 
the  provisions  of  Section  273.  We  would  therefore  recommend  that  the  | 
matter  of  fixing  compensation  for  the  various  state  employees  be  left  to  1 
the  judgment  and  determination  of  the  legislature,  aided  by  the  sugges-  i 
tions,  counsel  and  advice  of  the  various  state  officers  and  heads  of  depart-  j 
ments,  boards  or  commissions. 

With  respect  to  the  matter  of  publishing  proposed  constitutional 
amendments,  which  duty  is,  by  our  constitution,  imposed  upon  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  a  deplorable  condition  of  affairs  exists  and  there  is  exhibited 
a  reckless  disregard  of  and  indifference  to  the  best  interests  of  the  tax- 
payers of  this  State  by  the  lavish  and  unnecessary  waste  of  public  funds. 
Under  the  provisions  of  Section  9  of  Article  19  of  our  Constitution  it  is  the' 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  "cause  the  said  amendment  or  amend- 
ments to  be  published  in  full  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  each  county  (if 
such  there  be)  for  three  months  previous  to  the  next  general  election  for 
mmbers  to  the  Legislative  Assembly." 

The  constitutional  requirement  is  abundantly  satisfied  by  the  publica- 
tion of  the  proposed  amendment  in  one  newspaper  in  each  county  of  the 
State.    For  publishing  the  proposed  amendment  in  1926  the  Secretary  of 
State  employed  121  newspapers  of  the  State,  more  than  twice  the  number 
required,  with  the  large  increased  cost  occasioned  by  such  generosity.  It 
might  be  urged  in  defense  of  this  action  that  the  more  widely  published,  ! 
the  better  understood  will  be  the  amendments  to  be  voted  upon  by  the 
people.    But  this  defense  becomes  impotent  when  we  cite  the  fact  that  in 
1924  only  one  newspaper,  viz.:  The  Daily  Post,  was  designated  in  Silver  \ 
Bow  County,  the  largest  county  in  the  State,  for  the  publication  of  the  | 
proposed  amendments,  at  a  cost  of  $645.00,  whereas,  in  Valley  County,  one  | 
of  the  smaller  counties,  the  amendments  were  published  in  five  newspapers 
of  that  county,  at  a  total  cost  to  the  taxpayers  of  this  State  of  $2339.00. 
If  the  constitutional  requirement  was  satisfied  in  Silver  Bow  County  by 
publicaion  in  one  newspaper,  then  certainly  the  same  should  hold  true  in 
Valley  County. 

But  more  serious  than  this  was  the  absolute  waste  and  loss  to  the 
taxpayers  by  the  illegal  publication  of  amendments  in  1924  in  various  P 
papers  under  requisitions  from  the  Secretary  of  State.    This  dead  loss 
totals  the  sum  of  $9,017.25  and  occurred  as  follows:    Under  the  constitu- 
tional provision  above  set  forth,  publication  of  the  proposed  amendments 
is  required  for  three  months  prior  to  the  general  election.    On  July  24, 
1924,  under  a  requisition  from  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  the  State  , 
Purchasing  Agent  was  required  to    publish    the    proposed    constitutional  [ 
amendments  in  85  different  papers  in  the  State,  at  the  beginning  of  which  f 
requisition  the  following  legend  appears: 

"For  publication  of  the  following  constitutional  amendments  for  thir- 
teen consecutive  weeks  as  required  by  the  provisions  of  Article  XIX,  Section 
9;  effective  beginning  week  of  August  4th." 

On  August  11th,  which  was  then  one  week  too  late  for  legal  publication  | 
of  the  amendments,  a  requisition  issued  from  the  Secretary  of  State's  } 
office  requesting  and  requiring  that  23  additional  newspapers,  (naming  i 
them)  be  sent  the  amendments  for  publication.  On  August  20th  another 
requisition  was  issued  for  three  additional  newspaper  publications.  This  | 
continued  on  through  the  month  of  September  and  the  final  requisition  ^ 
came  from  the  Secretary  of  State  on  October  10th,  which  would  not  allow  jf 
even  one  month's  publication,  and  thus  was  $9,017.25  of  the  taxpayers'  1; 
money  deliberately  wasted.  We  have  supplied  a  copy  of  this  report  to  the  I 
Attorney  General  so  that  he  may  take  such  action  as  is  warranted  by  the  r 
facts  and  the  law  in  such  cases  made  and  provided.  Had  the  Secretary  of  | 
State  published  the  proposed  amendments  in  but  one  newspaper  of  each  1 
county,  thereby  fully  complying  with  the  constitutional  requirement,  a 
saving  could  have  been  effected  to  the  taxpayers  of  Montana  of  $12,403.20.  | 
A_dding  to  this  the  sum  of  $9,017.25,  illegally  spent  as  above  set  forth,  there  If 
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was  an  unnecessary  expenditure  in  1924  for  publishing  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendments  of  $21,420.45.  The  total  costs  of  publication  of  proposed 
constitutional  amendments  in  1924  was  $43,443.20. 

It  was  more  difficult  to  obtain  data  relative  to  the  publication  of  one 
proposed  constitutional  amendment  of  1926.  As  before  noted  the  Secretary 
01  State  would  venture  no  information  to  the  committee.  In  1924  requisi- 
tions were  issued  to  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  but  for  some  reason,  un- 
accountable to  either  your  committee  or  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  no 
requisitions  were  made  as  in  1924  and  the  matter  w^as  handled  independent 
of  the  office  of  the  State  Purchasing  Agent,  notwithstanding  the  manda- 
tory provisions  of  Section  6,  Chapter  197  of  the  1921  Session  Laws,  a  part 
of  which  are  as  follows: 

''Sec.  6.  The  State  Purchasing  Agent  shall  have  exclusive  power  sub- 
ject to  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  to  contract  for 
all  printing,  etc." 

Your  committee  is  therefore  unable  to  ascertain  or  determine,  without 
long  and  exhaustive  research,  whether  the  publications  were  had  for  the 
three  months'  period  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  or  whether  the  same 
loose  and  illegal  methods  v/ere  followed  as  in  1924.  Through  the  aid  of  the 
State  Accountant's  office,  however,  we  were  enabled  to  obtain  the  names 
of  the  newspapers  publishing  the  amendment  and  the  sums  paid.  The 
amendment  proposed  did  not  exceed  nine  inches  of  newspaper  space  and 
at  the  legal  rates  allowable  for  this  space  such  publication  should  have 
cost  not  to  exceed  $67.50,  yet  varying  sums  were  paid  to  the  different 
newspapers,  ranging  from  $67.50  to  $109.20,  in  one  instance.  Yet  all 
claims  were  paid  for  their  full  amounts  without  regard  to  their  legality. 
As  heretofore  indicated  the  constitutional  requirement  of  publication  in  a 
least  one  newspaper  would  have  been  amply  fulfilled  but  in  1926  again 
we  noted  many  unnecessary  duplications.  For  instance.  Valley  County 
newspapers  were  again  favored  and  the  amendment  was  published  in  five 
newspapers  of -that  county;  Roosevelt  County  shared  equally  as  well, 
while  Carbon,  Fergus,  Cascade,  Lincoln,  Richland  and  Sheridan  Counties 
had  four  each  as  their  distributive  portion  of  gracious  favors  by  the  ever- 
accommodating,  kind  and  generous  Secretary  of  State.  Missoula  County 
had  but  one  favored  newspaper,  but  the  publication  was  evidently  a  potent 
one,  judging  from  the  amount  of  the  cost,  viz:  $109.20.  Under  the  pro- 
visions of  Section  537  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana.  1921,  the  County 
Clerk  and  Recorder  likewise  causes  publication  to  be  made  of  constitutional 
amendments,  which  seems  to  your  committee  to  be  needless  duplication  and 
we  recommend  favorable  consideration  of  a  proposed  repeal  of  this  section 
pertaining  to  such  publication,  a  bill  for  v/hich  has  been  introduced  by  a 
member  of  this  committee. 

We  therefore  respectfully  recomm.end  that  the  Secretary  of  State  in 
the  future  confine  his  publications  of  proposed  constitutional  amendments 
to  the  minimum  required  by  the  constitution  and  in  addition  we  recom- 
mend that  competitive  bids  be  called  for  from  the  various  newspapers  of 
each  county,  thereby  lowering  the  cost  of  such  publications  by  at  least 
fifty  per  cent,  a  saving  which  will  be  welcomed  by  an  already  overburdened 
taxpaying  public  in  this  State.

Counties  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  five  million  to  seven  mil« 
lion  dollars,  two  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars. 

Counties  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  seven  million  to  ten  million 
dollars,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Counties  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  ten  millions  to  fifteen  mil- 
lion dollars,  three  hundred  dollars. 

Counties  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  fifteen  million  to  twenty 
million  dollars,  three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Counties  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  twenty  million  to  thirty 
million  dollars,  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Counties  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  thirty  million  to  forty 
million  dollars,  six  hundred  dollars. 

Counties  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  more  than  forty  million  dollars, 
seventy  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.

CITIES  AND  TOWNS 

For  the  credit  of  such  fund,  each  city  and  town  of  the  State,  shall  pay 
to  the  State  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year, 
according  to  its  taxable  valuation  for  the  preceding  year,  as  follows: 

Cities  and  towns  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  or  less,  twenty-five  dollars.

Cities  and  towns  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  one  million  dollars 
to  two  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  one  hundred  fifty  dollars. 

Cities  and  towns  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  two  million  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars  to  five  million  dollars,  two  hundred  dollars. 

Cities  and  towns  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  from  five  million  dol- 
lars to  ten  million  dollars,  two  hundred  fifty  dollars. 

Cities  and  towns  having  a  taxable  valuation  of  more  than  ten  million 
dollars,  three  hundred  dollars. 

FREE  COUNTY  HIGH  SCHOOLS 

For  the  credit  of  said  fund,  each  Free  County  High  School  shall  pay 
to  the  State  Treasurer  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  a 
fee  in  the  amount  of  twenty-five  dollars. 

IRRIGATION  DISTRICTS 

For  the  credit  of  said  fund,  each  irrigation  district  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  Examiner,  shall  pay  to  the  State  Treasurer  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  the  following  amounts: 

Districts  whose  existing  or  proposed  obligations  are  in  excess  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  fifty  dollars. 

Districts  whose  existing  or  proposed  obigations  are  less  than  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  twenty-five  dollars. 

BANK  AND  TRUST  COMPANIES 

For  the  credit  of  said  fund,  each  bank,  trust  company  or  investment 
company,  under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks,  shall  pay 
to  the  State  Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year, 
a  fee  according  to  the  following  rates: 

All  banks,  incorporated  or  unincorporated,  having  capital  stock  of 
twenty-five  thousand  dollars  or  under,  shall  pay  one  hundred  dollars. 

Those  having  capital  stock  of  over  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  and  up 
to  and  including  fifty  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  one  hundred  twenty-five 
dollars.

Those  having  capital  stock  of  over  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  and 
up  to  and  including  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  two  hundred 
dollars. 

Those  having  capital  stock  of  over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  and 
up  to  and  including  three  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  two  hundred 
dollars. 

Those  having  capital  stock  of  over  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
shall  pay  three  hundred  fifty  dollars. 

BUILDING  AND  LOAN  ASSOCIATIONS 

For  the  credit  of  said  fund,  each  Building  and  Loan  Association  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks,  shall  pay  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  a  fee  based 
upon  the  total  assets  of  such  association  as  shown  by  its  last  annual  state- 
ment and  upon  the  following  rates: 
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All  building-  and  loan  associations  having  total  assets  in  the  amount 
of  fifty  thousand  dollars  or  less,  shall  pay  a  fee  in  the  amount  of  thirty- 
five  dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  and 
less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  seventy-five  dol- 
lars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  five  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, and  less  than  one  million  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  one  hundred  fifty 
dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  one  million  dollars  and  less 
than  one  million  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  two  hun- 
dred dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  one  million  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars  and  less  than  two  million  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  two 
hundred  fifty  dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  two  million  dollars  and  less 
than  three  million  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  three  million  dollars  and 
less  than  four  million  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  four  hundred  dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  four  million  dollars  and 
less  than  five  million  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  five  million  dollars  and 
less  than  six  million  dollars,  shall  pay  a  fee  of  seven  hundred  dollars. 

Those  having  total  assets  in  the  amount  of  six  million  dollars  or  more, 
shall  pay  a  fee  of  eight  hundred  dollars. 

Provided  further,  that  all  Building  and  Loan  Associations  incorporated 
under  the  laws  of  other  states,  and  doing  business  in  the  State  of  Montana 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent  of  Banks,  in  addition  to  the 
regular  fee  as  above  set  forth,  shall  pay  to  the  examiners  making  such 
examination,  their  necessary  traveling  expenses  including  transportation 
and  subsistence. 

Special  examinations  may  be  made  of  any  county,  city,  town,  school 
district,  irrigation  district,  high  school,  bank,  building  and  loan  association 
or  any  other  office,  board  or  commission,  whether  temporary  or  perma- 
nent, however  created,  and  for  whatever  purpose,  having  the  control,  man- 
agement, collection  or  disbursement  of  any  public  money  of  any  character 
or  description,  when  in  the  judgment  of  the  State  Examiner  it  shall  be 
deemed  necessary,  and  such  special  examinations  shall  be  charged  for  at 
the  rate  of  fifteen  dollars  per  day  for  each  examiner  employed  for  the  time 
actually  consumed,  together  with  necessary  transportation.  All  fees  or 
charges  so  collected  by  the  Superintendent  of  Banks  and  paid  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  shall  be  credited  to  the  State  Examiner's  Departmental  Appro- 
priation for  the  current  year  by  the  State  Auditor. 

In  any  case  where  the  current  examination  shall  not  have  been  made 
prior  to  the  first  day  of  July  of  any  year,  the  above  fees  much  be  paid  as 
herein  specified,  provided,  however,  that  all  examinations  shall  cover  the 
entire  period  from  the  date  of  the  last  examination."

said  commissioners  districts." 

,j        Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

I  Section  1.  There  shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
State  of  Montana  at  the  next  general  election  to  be  held  in  said  State, 
the  following  amendment  to  Section  4  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  Montana  relating  to  County  Commissioners. 

That  Section  4  of  Article  XVI  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
I  tana,  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

'  "Section  4  (of  Article  XVI).  In  each  county  there  shall  be  elected 
three  County  Commissioners,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years;  pro- 
vided that  each  county  in  the  State  of  Montana  shall  be  divided  into  three 
Commissioner  Districts,  to  be  designated  as  Commissioner  Districts,  num- 
bers, one,  two  and  three,  respectively. 
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''The  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  in  every  county  in  the. 
State  of  Montana,  at  their  regular  session,  on  the  first  Monday  in  May,l  ■ 
1929,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  convenient  or  possible,  not  exceeding  60  days 
thereafter,  meet  and  by  and  under  the  direction  of  the  District  Court  Judge 
or  Judges  of  said  county,  divide  their  respective  counties  into  three  Com-|: 
missioner  Districts  as  compact  and  equal  in  population  and  area  as  possible,! 
and  number  them  respectively,  one,  two  and  three,  and  when  such  division  j 
has  been  made,  there  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  and| 
Recorder  of  such  county,  a  certificate  designating  the  metes  and  bounds! 
of  the  boundary  lines  and  limits  of  each  of  said  Commissioners  Districts,  | 
which  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  said  Judge  or  Judges;  provided,  also| 
that  at  the  first  regular  session  of  any  newly  organized  and  created  county, 
the  said  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  by  and  under  the  direction  off 
the  District  Court  Judge  or  Judges  of  said  county,  shall  divide  such  new 
county  into  Commissioner  Districts  as  herein  provided. 

"Upon  such  division,  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  shall  assign 
its  members  to  such  districts  in  the  following  manner;  each  member  of 
the  said  Board  then  in  service  shall  be  assigned  to  the  district  in  which  ^ 
he  is  residing  or  the  nearest  thereto;  the  senior  member  of  the  Board 3 
in  service  to  be  assigned  to  the  Commissioner  District  No.  1,  the  nextjj 
member  in  seniority  to  be  assigned  to  Commissioner  District  No.  2,  andf, 
the  junior  member  of  the  board  to  be  assigned  to  Commissioner  District  | 
No.  3;  provided,  that  at  the  first  general  election  of  any  newly  created  |j 
and  organized  county,  the  commissioner  for  District  No.  1,  shall  be  elected; 
for  two  years,  for  No.  2,  for  four  years,  and  for  No.  3,  for  six  years,  and| 
biennially  thereafter  there  shall  be  one  Commissioner  elected  to  take  the! 
place  of  the  retiring  Commissioner,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  six  years. 

"That  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  by  and  under  the  direction 
of  the  District  Court  Judge  or  Judges  of  said  County,  for  the  purpose  of  j 
equalizing  in  population  and  area  such  Commissioner  Districts,  may  change  ! 
the  boundaries  of  any  or  all  the  Commissioner  Districts  in  their  respective! 
county,  by  filing  in  the  office  of  the  County  Clerk  and  Recorder  of  such! 
county,  a  certificate  signed  by  said  Judge  or  Judg-es  designating  by  metes  i 
and  bounds  the  boundary  lines  of  each  of  said  Commissioner  Districts  as  ■ 
changed,  and  such  change  in  any  or  all  the  districts  in  such  county,  shall! 
become  effective  from  and  after  filing  of  such  certificate;  provided,  how- ji 
ever,  that  the  boundaries  of  no  Commissioner  District  shall  at  any  time  ! 
be  changed  in  such  a  manner  as  to  affect  the  term  of  office  of  any  | 
County  Commissioner  who  has  been  elected,  and  whose  term  of  office  has  | 
not  expired;  and  provided,  further,  that  no  change  in  the  boundaries  of'l 
any  Commissioner  District  shall  be  made  within  six  months  next  preceding  ji 
a  general  election.  |. 

"At  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  1930.  and  thereafter  at  each  ■ 
general  election,  the  member  or  members  of  the  Board  to  be  elected,  shall  |j 
be  selected  from  the  residents  and  electors  of  the  district  or  districts  in  I 
which  the  vacancy  occurs,  but  the  election  of  such  member  or  members  of  [ 
the  Board  shall  be  submitted  to  the  entire  electorate  of  the  county,  pro- 1 
vided,  however,  that  no  one  shall  be  elected  as  a  member  of  said  board,  i 
who  has  not  resided  in  said  district  for  at  least  two  years  next  preceding  3 
the  time  when  he  shall  be  come  a  candidate  for  said  office. 

"When  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  Board  of  County  Commissioners  the  , 
Judge  or  Judges  of  the  Judicial  District  in  which  the  vacancy  occurs,  shall  j 
appoint  someone  residing  in  such  Commissioner  District  where  the  vacancy ' 
occurs,  to  fill  the  office  until  the  next  general  election  when  a  Commis-  ' 
sioner  shall  be  elected  to  fill  the  unexpired  term". 

Section  2.    The  vote  upon  this  amendment  shall  be  counted  and  can'  . 
vassed  by  such  officials  and  in  such  manner  as  is  provided  by  law  for  the 
counting  and  canvassing  of  the  votes  for  members  of  Congress  and  if  a  [  ■ 
majority  of  all  votes  cast  at  said  election  for  and  against  said  amendment  ' 
shall  be  in  favor  of  the  amendment,  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  im- 
mediately so  declare  by  public  proclamation,  and  said  amendment  shall  be

REPORTS  OF  SELECT  COMMITTEES 

The  special  committee  appointed  under  Senate  Resolution  No.  8  to  in- 
vestigate the  prices  of  gasoline  in  Montana  submitted  the  following  report:  ' 

Mr.  President:    We,  your  special  committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
prices  of  Gasoline  in  the  State  of  Montana,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  | 
Senate  Resolution  No.  8,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report:  i 

That  your  committee,  in  conjunction  with  like  committee  from  the 
House,  called  before  it  witnesses  who  are  engaged  in  both  the  retail  gaso- 
line business  and  in  the  business  of  refining  gasoline  in  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana and  heard  the  testimany  of  these  witnesses  under  oath  concerning  the 
prices  of  gasoline  in  the  State  of  Montana  and  outside  points. 

Your  committee,  however,  was  unable  by  reason  of  the  enormous  task 
involved,  and  by  reason  of  the  shortness  of  time  in  which  the  committee 
had  to  act  and  report,  to  investigate  to  any  very  great  extent  the  cost  of 
refining  gasoline  in  the  State  of  Montana  and  we  assume,  without  affirm- 
ing, that  the  refiners  of  the  State  of  Montana  have  given  us  the  correct 
information  with  reference  to  the  elements  which  go  to  make  up  the  cost 
price  of  refining  gasoline  in  the  State  of  Montana.  We  were  unable  to 
go  into  the  proposition  further  than  the  oral  testimony  of  the  witnesses 
with  reference  to  these  elements  which  make  up  the  cost  of  refining  gaso- 
line because  we  did  not  have  at  our  disposal  the  books  of  the  refining  com- 
panies and  other  sources  of  information.  Such  information  could  be  ob- 
tained had  this  committee  more  time  at  its  disposal  and  had  this  committee 
the  resources  and  power  to  compel  the  production  of  books  and  other  fac- 
tors which  enter  into  the  cost  of  gasoline  at  the  refinery.  We  wish  to 
state  however  that  the  refining  companies  did  not  refuse  to  give  their 
books,  but  your  committee  was  unable,  by  reason  of  the  shortness  of  time 
at  our  disposal  to  undertake  the  enormous  task  of  going  through  these 
books,  and  making  up  a  report  on  the  cost  price  of  gasoline  from  the 
books.  Your  committee,  however,  was  able  to  obtain  some  information 
which  we  will  submit  to  the  Senate  in  connection  with  the  elements  enter- 
ing into  the  cost  price  of  gasoline  in  Montana. 

Your  committee  find  the  following  to  be  the  facts: 

First — That  the  Montana  Gas  &  Oil  Association  of  Montana  is  an 
assocation  of  refiners,  jobbers  and  retailers  of  gasoline,  whose  purpose, 
according  to  the  witnesses,  is  to  promote  the  general  welfare  of  all  of  these 
three  classes.  This  association  denies  the  fact  that  its  purpose  is  to  fix  and 
adjust  prices.  Your  committee  was  unable  to  determine  the  exact  purDose 
of  this  association,  other  than  the  general  welfare  of  the  refiners,  jobbers 
and  retailers.  Without  having  proof  on  this  point  we  assume  this  associa- 
tion is  of  the  same  general  character  that  all  other  industrial  associations 
are,  and  it  has  for  its  purpose  a  promotion  of  everything  that  will  bring 
better  prices  for  the  product  sold,  and  promote  harmony  among  the  mem- 
bers of  the  association  on  all  matters  where  conflicts  might  arise  between 
the  members  of  the  association  in  the  handling  of  the  gasoline,  sales,  regu- 
lations and  especially  all  matters  where  there  might  be  competitive  troubles 
between  members  of  the  association.  They  have  a  paid  secretary  who  was 
in  constant  attendance  at  the  hearing,  and  he  was  responsible  for  the  pro- 
duction of  nearly  all  of  the  witnesses  who  appeared  at  the  hearing  in 
behalf  of  the  refiner  and  jobber.  Only  two  retailers  voluntarily  appeared, 
the  other  retailers  who  did  appear  had  to  be  subpoenaed. 
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Second — That  Montana  has  a  higher  freight  rate  on  a  gallon  of  gaso- 
line than  any  other  state  in  the  northwest.  North  Dakota  enjoys  a  lower 
freight  rate  from  the  Tulsa  field  and  Idaho  and  Washington  have  a  lower 
fi-eight  rate  from  the  California  field.  Montana  has  a  higher  freight  rate 
on  its  gasoline  from  Tulsa  than  either  of  the  Dakotas,  Wyoming  or  Idaho, 
Minneapolis  has  a  2-cent  rate  per  gallon  from  Tulsa  and  Montana  has 
an  8-cent  rate.  Dakota  has  a  cheaper  rate  than  Montana.  Washington 
and  Idaho  have  cheaper  rates  from  California  than  Montana.  This  may 
not  be  unjust  discrimination  against  us,  but  we  certainly  have  an  un- 
favorable freight  rate  on  gasoline.  This  is  one  of  the  factors  which  makes 
Montana  gasoline  higher  than  in  neighboring  states. 

Third — The  price  of  gasoline  in  Montana,  according  to  all  of  the  wit- 
nesses, is  established  in  Montana  by  the  price  charged  to  the  retailer  by  one 
large  company.  Your  committee  doesn't  wish  to  be  understood  as  saying 
that  this  company  actually  fixes  the  price  except  on  their  own  product. 
We  do  wish  to  state,  however,  that  all  refiners  and  retailers  in  the  State 
of  Montana  follow  the  price  established  by  this  company  except  in  Butte. 
The  evidence  of  some  of  the  witnesses  is  that  this  price  is  established 
either  at  Casper,  Wyoming,  or  Denver,  Colorado,  but  so  far  as  this  com- 
mittee is  concerned  it  is  immaterial  where  the  price  is  established,  the  im- 
portant thing  being  that  the  price  is  established  by  one  large  concern  on 
its  own  products  and  all  other  concerns  selling  gasoline  in  the  state  follow 
this  price  almost  without  exception,  except  the  refiners  and  retailers  in  the 
city  of  Butte. 

Fourth — The  retailer,  and  by  this  we  mean  the  person  who  sells  to  the 
consumer,  in  the  State  of  Montana  does  not  fix  the  price  at  which  he  buys, 
nor  does  he  fix  the  price  at  which  he  sells.  The  testimony  of  all  the  wit- 
nesses retailing  gasoline  is  to  the  effect  that  the  price  to  the  retailer  is 
fixed  by  the  jobber  or  refiner.  The  retailer  is  allowed  by  the  jobber  or 
refiner  a  2-cent  margin,  but  does  not  have  the  privilege  of  fixing  this 
margin  himself. 

Fifth — Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  competition 
in  the  matter  of  price  to  the  consumer  between  Montana  refiners,  jobbers 
or  retailers  of  gasoline  except  in  Butte.  The  refiners  and  jobbers  all  fol- 
low one  large  concern  as  to  price  and  these  refiners  and  jobbers  advise  the 
retailer  what  the  selling  price  of  gasoline  is  each  tinie  this  big  company 
posts  a  change  in  price. 

Sixth — The  testimony  of  some  of  the  witnesses  is  to  the  effect  that 
the  importer  fixes  the  selling  price  of  gasoline  in  Montana.  The  reason 
given  for  this  is  that  the  importer's  cost  price  is  what  governs  the  market. 
The  burden  of  the  testimony  is  that  there  is  46  million  gallons  sold  in  the 
state,  eleven  millions  of  which  are  imported.  The  local  refiners  do  not 
compete  with  importers  but  simply  meet  the  importer's  price.  The  largest 
importer  and  the  largest  distributor  is  one  and  the  same  concern,  and  sells 
50 9r  or  more  of  the  gasoline  sold  in  the  state.  The  production  of  35  mil- 
lion gallons  of  gasoline  in  Montana  does  not  control  the  selling  price,  but 
the  importation  of  eleven  million  gallons  does.  The  same  concern  being  at 
the  same  time  the  largest  importer  and  the  largest  seller  in  the  state 
therefore  becomes  the  determining  factor  in  setting  the  price  and  this 
price  is  followed  at  all  places  in  Montana  with  the  exception  of  Butte  and 
one  or  two  other  small  places,  such  as  Wilsall  and  Jefferson  Island. 

Seventh — Your  com.mittee  further  finds  that  there  are  approximately 
fifteen  refineries  in  the  State  of  Montana,  located  in  Butte,  Kalispeli, 
Great  Falls,  Lewistown,  Sunburst,  Shelby,  Missoula,  Hedgesville,  Miles 
City  and  maybe  one  or  two  other  small  places.  In  all  of  these  places  the 
refiners  are  distributing  the  gasoline  locally  at  the  same  price  that  gasoline 
is  being  sold  in  other  parts  of  the  state. 

The  average  freight  rate  into  the  State  of  Montana  from  the  city  of 
Lewistown,  for  example,  is  approximately  3.8  cents.  The  people  in  Lewis- 
town  are  being  charged  this  3.8  cents  freight  on  the  gasoline  sold  locally 
by  the  refineries  in  Lewistown  when  there  is  no  freight  charge  on  the 
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gasoline  sold  in  the  city  of  Lewistown.  A  freight  rate  charge  is  being  made 
by  all  of  the  refineries  selling  gasoline  locally  in  their  respective  com- 
munities with  the  exception  of  the  Silver  Bow  Refining  Company  in  the 
city  of  Butte.  The  Silver  Bow  Refining  Company  isn't  making  a  freight 
charge  on  the  gasoline  sold  in  the  city  of  Butte,  which  allows  this  company 
to  sell  at  approximately  22  cents  and  compels  the  other  companies  selling 
gasoline  in  the  city  of  Butte  to  meet  this  price. 

Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  this  freight  charge  should  be 
eliminated  in  all  cities  where  refineries  are  located,  which  should  bring  the 
gasoline  price  down  in  these  places.  All  gasoline  shipped  from  the  refin- 
ing point  has  a  freight  charge  added  therefore  other  communities  would 
not  be  injured  and  the  local  communities  would  benefit.  For  example 
again  we  refer  to  Lewistown.  The  jobbers  and  retailers  spread  is  6V2 
cents  and  the  average  freight  charge  is  3.8  cents.  This  makes  a  margin  of 
over  ten  cents  per  gallon  in  Lewistown. 

Eighth — Your  committee  finds  from  the  evidence  presented  at  the 
hearing  that  the  consumer  in  the  city  of  Spokane  is  getting  his  gasoline 
for  approximately  23  cents.  That  the  consumer  in  the  State  of  North 
Dakota  is  buying  his  gasoline  at  from  IV2  cents  to  1.7  cents  under  the 
Montana  price. 

Ninth — Your  committee  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  margin  to  the  re- 
tail dealer  of  2  cents  a  gallon  is  too  narrov/  for  the  retail  dealer  to  make 
any  profit  unless  his  business  is  of  enormous  volume.  The  ordinary  re- 
tailer of  gasoline  hasn't  sufficient  spread  at  2  cents  a  gallon  to  yield  him 
any  material  profit.  Some  jobbers,  according  to  the  testimony  of  the  wit- 
nesses, are  allowing  a  little  better  margin  to  their  retail  dealers  than 
2  cents,  without  disclosing  to  the  committee  exactly  what  margin  they  are 
allowing.  Our  conclusion  is  that  the  retail  dealer  operating  on  a  2  cent 
margin  is  not  in  position  to  realize  material  profit  and  that  he  isn't  in  a 
position  to  control  either  his  buying  price  or  his  selling  price. 

Tenth — The  jobbers  of  gasoline  in  the  State  of  Montana  have  been 
allowed,  by  themselves,  or  have,  according  to  mutual  agreement  among 
themselves,  been  permitting  themselves  to  make  a  charge  of  4V2  cents  ap- 
proximately as  a  handling  charge  for  gasoline  in  the  State  of  Montana.  We 
thing  this  charge,  in  view  of  what  the  retailer  receives  is  excessive.  This 
charge  of  4V2  cents  should  be  reduced.  This  4V2  cent  jobber's  charge  could 
be  divided  up  so  that  the  retailer  could  have  more  margin  than  2  cents  and 
the  consumer  pay  less  and  still  leave  the  jobber  a  sufficient  margin.  The 
jobber  and  refined  in  many  instances  are  the  same  concern,  or  affiliated 
corporations  and  get  therefor  a  refiner's  profit,  a  jobber's  profit  and  if 
retailing  their  own  gasoline  also  get  the  retailer's  2  cent  margin. 

Eleventh — The  conclusion  of  your  committee  is  that  the  i3roduction 
and  refining  of  crude  oil  and  crude  oil  products  in  the  State  of  Montana 
has  not  resulted  in  a  material  reduction  in  the  price  of  gasoline  to  the  con- 
sumer in  this  state,  and  has  only  resulted  in  the  refineries  of  the  State 
meeting  the  price  that  outside  refiners  can  import  and  resell  gasoline  in 
the  State  of  Montana.  Butte  is  the  only  exception  in  this  respect.  In  the 
City  of  Butte  the  competition  is  caused  by  the  Silver  Bow  Refining  Com- 
pany selling  its  gasoline  locally  without  making  a  freight  charge  and  cut- 
ting on  its  jobbing  price. 

Twelfth — The  testimony  shows  that  in  recent  months  crude  oil  was 
cheaper  in  the  Kevin  field  than  anywhere  else  in  the  United  States  and 
gasoline  was  selling  at  and  near  the  Kevin  field  at  the  highest  price  in  the 
United  States. 

Thirteenth — The  selling  price  at  the  refinery  in  Tulsa  was  9  cents 
about  February  5th.  At  Montana  refineries  it  was  about  ISV2  cents.  It 
is  hard  for  your  committee  to  understand  this  4V2  cent  higher  cost  at  the 
Montana  refinery  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Cat  Creek  crude  oil 
affords  a  63%  gasoline  recovery,  one  of  the  two  highest  in  the  United 
States. 
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Fourteenth — During  1926  one  Montana  refinery  shipped  three  million 
gallons  of  gasoline  to  North  Dakota  and  paid  a  freight  rate  of  over  4  cents 
per  gallon  and  sold  it  at  North  Dakota  prices,  which  are  from  IV2  to  2  cents 
under  Montana  retail  prices.  This  company  gave  the  people  of  North 
Dakota  the  benefit  of  the  cheaper  gasoline  while  they  were  getting  the 
higher  Montana  price  from  Montana  people.  If  this  company  had  sold 
its  gasoline  in  Montana  it  would  not  have  had  to  pay  as  much  freight  to 
ship  its  gasoline  to  Montana  points  as  North  Dakota  points  and  could 
therefore  have  sold  to  Montana  people  at  the  North  Dakota  prices  and 
have  made  more  money.  But  the  witness  said  they  had  to  move  it.  The 
evident  purpose  was  not  to  disturb  the  Montana  retail  price  by  putting 
this  product  on  the  Montana  market.  North  Dakota  with  no  crude  oil  pro- 
duction and  no  refineries  has  a  better  freight  rate  and  cheaper  gasoline 
than  Montana. 

Fifteenth — The  following  prices  of  gasoline  were  submitted  to  your 
committee  by  representative  of  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  as  of  the 
date  of  February  5th,  1927,  These  prices  are  more  or  less  representative 
of  the  situation  over  the  State  of  Montana  and  we  make  them  a  part  of 
this  report  in  order  to  show  the  existing  variation  in  the  price  of  gasoline 
covering  some  fifty-five  different  points  in  the  State  of  Montana.  The 
attempt  was  to  hear  from  every  county  seat  in  the  state,  and  the  following 
report  is  substantially  a  report  from  every  county  seat  in  the  State  of 
Montana.

You  will  notice  from  the  foregoing  statement  of  the  service  station 
price  of  gasoline  that  the  highest  price  enumerated  is  33  cents  and  the 
lowest  price  enumerated  is  22  cents,  the  high  price  being  at  Circle  in  Mc- 
Cone  County,  and  the  lowest  price  being  in  Butte.  This  is  a  spread  of  11 
cents  per  gallon  in  the  State  of  Montana.  It  will  be  noted  that  at  Brown- 
ing in  Glacier  County  the  price  is  32  cents,  that  at  Shelby  it  was  271/2; 
cents,  that  at  Choteau  it  was  29  cents,  that  in  Pondera  County  it  was  30 
cents  and  that  at  Fort  Benton  it  was  26 V2  and  at  Chester  in  Liberty  County 
the  price  is  30  cents.    These  counties  all  lie  near  the  Kevin  field. 

Our  conclusion,  with  reference  to  these  prices,  is  that  11  cents  per 
gallon  is  too  much  of  a  spread  between  the  city  of  Butte  and  the  city  of 
Circle  in  McCone  County.  We  think  that  there  should  be  more  uniformity 
and  that  the  only  factor  that  should  make  a  variation  in  the  price  of  gaso- 
line in  the  state  would  be  the  freight  rate  from  the  shipping  point,  and 
we  know  of  no  freight  rate  in  the  State  of  Montana  which  anywhere  near 
approaches  an  11  cent  spread  between  Montana  points. 

Sixteen — We  are  advised,  and  the  testimony  so  shows,  that  a  number 
of  the  refineries  in  the  State  of  Montana  have  not  paid  the  2  cent  gaso- 
line tax.  A  list  of  these  refineries  is  contained  in  the  testimony.  The  con- 
tention of  the  refineries  is  that  they  did  not  collect  this  tax,  and  the  con- 
tention on  the  part  of  the  state  is  that  the  tax  was  collected  and  not  re- 
turned. We  refuse  at  this  time  to  comment  on  this  proposition  because 
a  question  of  law  is  involved  which  will  require  the  determination  of  the 
court.  We  do  know  this,  however,  that  those  refineries  which  did  not  pay 
the  tax  sold  the  gasoline  at  approximately  the  same  price  as  other  re- 
tailers, excepting  in  the  city  of  Butte.  If  they  didn't  collect  the  tax,  then 
this  2  cents  was  an  additional  profit  which  they  have  been  collecting  and 
which  the  people  of  Montana  have  paid,  and  which  your  committee  thinks 
was  an  excessive  charge  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  public  thought,  or 
had  the  right  to  think,  that  this  extra  2  cents  was  going  to  the  State  to 
be  expended  on  the  roads. 

Seventeenth — With  reference  to  the  price  cutting  in  the  city  of  Butte, 
your  committee,  from  the  evidence  at  hand,  isn't  advised  as  to  who  began 
the  price  cutting.  More  evidence  would  be  needed  on  this  point  if  it  were 
a  very  material  consideration  from  the  standpoint  of  the  consumer.  The 
fact  is,  however,  that  the  competition  as  to  price  has  lowered  the  cost  of 
gasoline  to  the  consumer  in  the  city  of  Butte,  and  it  is  our  opinion  that  if 
competition  was  unrestrained  in  the  State  of  Montana,  that  gasoline  would 
be  lower  to  the  consumer.  As  we  have  indicated  above,  there  is  sub- 
stantially no  price  competition.  Where  competition  is  entirely  eliminated 
the  consumer  must  pay  the  established  or  agreed  price  until  regulation 
steps  in. 
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Eighteenth — We  recommend  that  the  evidence  taken  at  this  hearing- 
be  made  a  part  of  this  report  and  your  committee  hereby  offers  the  same 
as  a  part  of  this  report,  and  we  recommend  that  this  evidence  be  not  in- 
corporated in  the  journal,  but  that  the  original  copy  thereof  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  that  a  second  copy  thereof  be  filed 
with  the  Railroad  Commission  of  the  State  of  Montana,  with  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  Railroad  Commission  use  this  testimony  and  such  other 
testimony  as  they  may  deem  advisable  for  the  purpose  of  presenting  to 
the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  a  request  that  Montana  be  q-ranted 
a  more  favorable  rate  from  outside  points  into  Montana  on  gasoline,  and 
a  more  favorable  rate  from  points  in  Montana  to  other  points  in  Montana 
on  gasoline.

The  purpose  of  Senate  Bill  No.  29,  which  is  returned  herewith,  is  to 
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repeal  Section  11039  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921.  Said  Sec- 
tion reads  as  follows: 

"Every  person  who  on  Sunday,  or  the  first  day  of  the  week,  keeps 
open  or  maintains,  or  who  aids  in  opening  or  maintaining  any  dancehall, 
dancehouse,  racetrack,  gambling-house  or  poolroom,  variety  hall,  or  any 
other  place  of  amusement  where  any  intoxicating  liquors  are  sold  or  dis- 
pensed, is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  provided,  however,  that  the  provisions 
of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  such  dance-halls  or  pavilions  as  are  main- 
tained or  conducted  in  public  parks  or  playgrounds  where  no  admission  is 
charged,  and  where  good  order  is  maintained,  and  where  no  intoxicating 
liquors  are  sold." 

In  common  with  nearly  all  other  states  of  the  Union,  Montana  early 
in  its  history  enacted  what  is  commonly  known  as  ''Sunday  laws",  upon  the 
theory  that  restrictive  laws  must  be  imposed  upon  many  human  activities 
in  order  that  the  peace  and  good  order  of  society  may  be  preserved.  For 
more  than  fifty  years  a  law  similar  to  the  one  now  proposed  to  be  repealed 
has  been  upon  our  statute  books.  The  original  law  has  been  amended  from 
time  to  time,  perhaps,  but  so  far  as  I  now  recall  no  attempt  has  ever  been 
made  to  repeal  it. 

Evidently  the  Territorial  Assembly  of  1871  thought  that  such  a  law 
was  necessary  for  the  well  being  of  society  and  for  the  people  of  the  new 
Territory,  and  succeeding  assemblies,  both  Territorial  and  State,  have 
shared  this  opinion.  I  can  conceive  of  no  such  changes  in  the  moral  or 
economic  condition  of  the  present-day  Montana  that  make  the  repeal  of 
this  law  either  necessary  or  advisable.  I  am  not  burdened  with  puritanical 
ideas,  to  use  a  modern  term.  I  am  not  opposed  to  dancing;  on  the  con- 
trary, I  believe  in  this  delightful  and  health-giving  amusement  and  recrea- 
tion. 

It  must  be  remembered,  however,  that  this  statute  does  not  prohibit 
dancing.  The  ban  is  placed  upon  road  houses  and  dancehalls  maintained 
and  conducted  for  profit.  These  places  are  usually  located  outside  of  city 
limits  where  there  is  inadequate  police  regulation,  if  any  where  bootleggers 
find  attractive  opportunity  to  dispense  their  wares,  where  promiscuous  and 
public  dancing  is  permitted,  the  rules  of  admission  to  which  are  neither 
selective  nor  by  invitation.  Experience  has  demonstrated  that  drinking 
is  indulged  in  at  such  places,  and  this  naturally  leads  to  disorder,  disturb- 
ance of  peace,  and  to  the  infraction  of  other  laws.  It  should  also  be  borne 
in  mind  that  the  ban  on  these  places  is  limited  to  Sunday  alone.  Certainly 
the  influence  of  such  places,  if  permitted  to  operate  without  restriction, 
would  be  evil  and  not  conducive  to  the  formation  of  character  or  the  de- 
velopment of  good  citizenship. 

I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  repeal  of  this  section  is  desired  in 
some  communities  to  meet  certain  local  condition  and  problems.  These 
demands  are  entitled  to  respectful  consideration,  but  I  cannot  make  myself 
believe  that  the  general  welfare  of  the  State  and  of  its  people  would  be 
promoted  by  repeal  of  this  statute.  Society  must  impose  reasonable  re- 
straint upon  its  members  in  order  that  peace  and  order  may  prevail;  it  is 
fundamental  that  the  State  must  prescribe  rules  of  human  conduct  and 
human  action,  that  there  may  be  healthful  growth  and  progress  in  gov- 
ernment. 

Since  the  passage  of  this  bill  I  have  heard  from  "the  folks  at  home." 
Hundreds  of  men  and  women  have  sent  telegrams,  letters  and  petitions  pro- 
testing against  the  repeal  of  the  existing  law.  These  protests  have  come 
from  twenty-five  counties  of  the  State,  from  business  and  professional 
men,  farmers,  bankers,  mayors,  heads  of  civic  organizations  and  religious 
denominations.  From  only  three  counties  have  come  telegrams,  lettel-s 
and  petitions  asking  that  the  bill  be  approved.  Here  is  a  sample  letter  from 
a  business  man  in  a  small  town  in  northern  Montana: 

"Rather  than  repeal  the  Sunday  dance  law,  it  should  be  enforced.  The 
authorities  did  not  enforce  it  here  and  failure  to  enforce  brought  about  such 
intolerable  conditions  in  the  town  that  we  put  a  stop  to  them  without  the 
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assistance  of  the  law.  You  would  do  well  to  veto  this  bill.  .  .  .  and  would 
thank  you  to  do  so." 

People  have  an  innate  respect  and  reverence  for  the  Sabbath  day. 
This  idea  is  one  of  the  foundation  stones  upon  which  the  fathers  founded 
this  Republic.  The  idea  is  written  all  through  the  statutes  of  our  States 
and  it  induced  the  legislators  of  Territorial  days  to  write  the  statute  under 
discussion.  These  laws  should  not  be  hastily  repealed.  States  and  people 
who  drift  into  a  disregard  for  this  day  and  its  observance  and  all  that  that 
observance  implies  are  headed  for  dangerous  waters  in  which  no  ship  of 
State  may  safely  ride. 

I  therefore  return  to  you  Senate  Bill  No.  29:  "An  Act  to  repeal  Sec- 
tion 11039  of  the  Revised  Codes  of  Montana  of  1921,  relating  to  keeping 
open  places  of  amusement  on  Sunday",  without  my  approval.

The  open  season  for 
deer  shall  begin  October  15th  and  shall  end  November  15th,  both  dates  in- 
clusive, of  each  year.  The  closed  season  for  deer  shall  begin  November 
16th  of  each  year  and  end  October  14th  of  the  following  year,  both  dates 
inclusive;  provided,  however,  that  in  all  of  that  portion  of  Ravalli  County 
drained  by  the  West  Fork  of  the  Bitter  Root  River,  the  open  season  for 
deer  shall  begin  with  the  Twentieth  (20th)  day  of  September  and  end 
with  the  Twentieth  (20th)  day  of  October,  both  dates  inclusive,  of  each 
year,  and  provided,  further,  however,  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  and  a  mis- 
demeanor, punishable  as  in  this  Act  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person 
to  shoot,  hunt,  kill,  take  or  capture,  or  cause  to  be  shot,  killed,  taken  or  cap- 
tured, any  deer,  at  any  time  within  the  counties  of  Yellowstone,  Rosebud, 
Custer,  Musselshell,  Powder  River,  Carter,  Richland,  Roosevelt,  McCone, 
Dawson,  Carbon,  Teton,  Phillips,  Prairie,  Garfield,  Treasure  and  Valley, 
and  within  all  of  that  portion  of  Fergus  county  lying  north  of  the  township 
line  between  township  18  and  19  and  east  of  the  range  line  between  ranges 
24  and  25  in  said  county,  also  all  of  Glacier  and  Pondera  counties  lying 
within  the  Lewis  and  Clark  National  Forest;  and  also  all  of  that  portion  of 
Gallatin  County  lying  and  being  north  of  the  south  line  of  township  4, 
north,  M.  P.  M. 

During  the  closed  season  for  deer  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
to  take,  hunt,  shoot,  kill  or  capture,  or  cause  to  be  taken,  hunted,  shot, 
killed  or  captured  any  deer;  during  the  open  season  for  deer  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  to  shoot  or  kill  or  cause  to  be  shot  or  killed  any 
deer  other  than  one  male  deer  with  horns  not  less  than  four  inches  in  length 
above  the  top  of  the  skull.  Provided,  however,  that  it  shall  not  be  un- 
lawful to  take  one  deer  of  either  sex  in  Mineral,  Lake,  Flathead,  Lincoln, 
Sanders  and  Ravalli  Counties.  It  shall  also  be  unlav/ful  and  a  misde- 
meanor punishable  as  in  this  Act  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person 
responsible  for  the  death  of  any  deer  to  wilfully  waste  any  portion  or  por- 
tions of  said  deer  suitable  for  food. 

Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  as  in  this 
Act  hereinafter  provided."

proportion  as  any  other  property  embraced  within  the  district  might  pro- 
test, if  it  were  to  bear  an  assessment  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  assess- 
ment made  or  to  be  made  against  said  street  railway.

Body  that  the  report  of  the  Select  Committee  appointed  to  investigate  the 
official  conduct  of  C.  T.  Stewart,  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Montana,  was 
upon  motion  duly  made,  seconded  and  carried,  adopted  and  a  copy  of  their 
findings  is  herewith  transmitted  to  the  Senate: 

Helena,  Montana,  March  1,  1927. 
"Mr.  Speaker:    We,  your  Select  Committee,  appointed  to  investigate 
the  official  conduct  of  C.  T.  Stewart,  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 
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Your  Committee,  considering  time  limitations,  has  done  no  more  and 
no  less  than  it  felt  plain  duty  and  the  interests  of  the  State  dictated. 
We  have  had  no  desire  to  shield  anyone  or  persecute  anyone.  We  have 
held  to  the  view  that  in  the  conflict  of  interests,  personal  or  otherwise, 
the  interests  of  the  State  were  superior  to  all  other  interests. 

We  have  subpoenaed  and  examined  under  oath  a  large  number  of  wit- 
nesses relative  to  alleged  irregularities  and  improper  conduct  on  the  part 
of  the  Secretary  of  State.  In  addition,  official  records  have  been  examined 
in  detail.  Testimony  and  records  have  forced  your  committee  to  definite 
conclusions.    And  we,  therefore,  find: 

(1)  That  said  C.  T.  Stewart,  as  Secretary  of  State,  under  color  of  his 
official  authority  caused  certain  publications  to  be  made  which  were  in 
excess  of  the  constitutional  and  statutory  requirements  to  the  extent  that 
the  funds  of  the  State  of  Montana  were  squandered  in  a  most  reckless  and 
extravagant  manner;  where  a  bare  compliance  with  such  requirements 
would  have  amply  satisfied  the  object  and  purpose  of  such  publication. 

(2)  That  he  authorized  publications  that  did  not  conform  to  the  plain 
constitutional  requirements — all  to  the  injury  of  the  State. 

(3)  That  he  in  his  official  capacity,  certified  to  and  approved  for 
payment  invalid  and  unlawful  claims  against  the  State  of  Montana,  such 
claims  exceeding  $9000.00. 

(4)  That  he  failed  to  conform  to  the  plain  constitutional  requirements 
placed  upon  him  with  respect  to  publications  in  1922,  and  by  such  action 
imperilled  the  validity  of  the  action  of  the  people  of  the  State,  as  ex- 
pressed by  their  vote,  and  such  failure  on  his  part  was  contrary  to  public 
policy  and  public  interest. 

(5)  That  he  has  been  guilty  of  misconduct  in  office  in  that  he  has 
without  lawful  authority  applied  funds  appropriated  for  salaries  and  ex- 
penses of  his  office  for  one  certain  biennium  to  the  finding  of  deficiencies 
arising  out  of  the  activitic  s  of  such  office  during  the  previous  biennium. 
And  that  he  has  charged  items  against  one  certain  special  fund  which 
should  have  properly  and  lawfully  been  charged  against  the  general  fund 
thereby  defeating  the  express  intention  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  to  the 
detriment  of  the  State  of  Montana  and  contrary  to  public  policy. 

(6)  That  he  had  an  interest  in  contracts  made  in  behalf  of  the  State 
of  Montana  by  himself  or  by  a  Board  of  which  he  was  at  the  time  a  mem- 
ber, that  he  solicited  and  accepted  remuneration  outside  of  his  lawful  salary 
and  compensation  for  the  performance  of  his  duties  in  the  letting  of  con- 
tracts in  behalf  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  his  official  capacity,  and  that 
he  improperly  profited  personally,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  virtue  of  his 
official  position,  to  the  detriment  of  the  State  and  contrary  to  public  policy. 

(7)  That  he  has  failed  to  perform  his  proper  and  legal  duties  as  Sec- 
retary of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  failed  to  cause  the  records  thereof 
to  be  kept  as  required  by  law — and  such  failure  to  discharge  his  duties  is 
detrimental  to  the  interests  of  the  State. 

(8)  Evidence  adduced  by  your  committee  shows,  or  tends  to  show, 
that  said  C.  T.  Stewart  while  acting  as  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State 
of  Montana,  failed  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office  with  fidelity,  as 
enjoined  by  his  oath  of  office;  that  he  has  broken  faith  with,  and  ])(>- 
trayed  the  confidence  of,  the  sovereign  people  of  the  State  of  Moul  ; 
and  that  he  is  unfit  and  incompetent  to  have  longer  entrusted  to  liini  the 
responsibilities  of  a  high  executive  office  of  the  State.

PETITIONS  AND  COMMUNICATIONS 
The  following  communication  was  received  and  read: 

Helena,  Montana,  March  3,  1927. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  of  the  Twentieth  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  Helena,  Montana: 

Gentlemen:  Pursuant  to  the  resolution  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body 
I  submit  herewith  a  statement,  the  first  page  of  which  shows  all  delinquent 
gasoline  license  taxes  due  under  the  law^s  of  1921  and  1923,  which  were 
held  unconstitutional. 

The  second  and  third  pages  of  this  report  show  all  of  such  taxes  due 
from  the  various  companies  therein  named.  This  statement  was  prepared 
by  the  Board  of  Equalization  about  two  or  three  weeks  ago  and  it  was  used 
in  the  hearing  conducted  by  the  joint  committee  of  the  House  and  Senate 
appointed  to  investigate  the  gasoline  price  situation. 

Since  this  report  was  prepared  the  Shelby  Pipe  Line  &  Refining  Com- 
pany has  paid  the  tax  due  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1926.  You  will  notice 
also  that  on  page  3  of  the  attached  report  the  Reliance  Refining  Company 
had  furnished  no  report  for  the  fourth  quarter  of  1926,  at  the  time  this 
report  was  prepared.  Since  that  time  this  report  has  been  furnished  show- 
ing that  for  that  quarter  this  company  sold  194,873  gallons  of  gasoline,  for 
which  the  tax  amounted  to  $3,897.46.  and  the  penalty  $389.75.  These  are 
the  only  changes  that  have  taken  place  since  the  preparation  of  the  at- 
tached report. 

The  decision  of  the  supreme  court  sustainine;  the  validity  of  the  1925 
gasoline  license  tax  was  rendered  on  December  22,  1926.  Since  that  time 
this  department  has  not  instituted  any  action  to  recover  any  of  the  amounts 
due  for  the  following  reason:  The  amount  of  the  tax  due  for  the  last 
quarter  of  1926  was  not  ascertained  and  certified  to  this  department  for 
collection  as  required  by  law  until  the  5th  day  of  February,  1927.  This  de- 
partment thought  it  inadvisable  to  institute  actions  prior  to  the  learning 
of  the  amount  due  for  the  last  quarter  of  1926  and  thought  it  advisable 
to  wait  until  the  amount  of  the  tax  for  the  last  quarter  of  1926  was  ascer- 
tained so  that  the  whole  amount  due  could  be  recovered  in  one  action. 

Under  Chapter  186  of  the  Laws  of  1925  the  tax  in  question  is  made  a 
prior  lien  upon  any  and  all  property  used  by  the  distributors  or  dealers  in 
connection  with  the  business  or  operation  subject  to  the  tax,  whether  such 
property  is  owned  by  the  distributor  or  dealer  or  not. 

This  office  has  communicated  with  the  county  attorney  in  each  of  the 
counties  where  a  refinery  owing  taxes  is  situated  and  requested  the  county 
attorney  to  fufnish  a  description  of  the  property  of  each  company  situated 
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in  his  county,  on  which  the  tax  is  a  lien  so  that  this  may  be  described  in 
the  complaint  and  an  effort  made  to  foreclose  the  lien  of  the  State  against 
this  property.  Thus  far  only  one  county  attorney  has  furnished  this  office 
with  a  description  of  the  property  and  that  is  the  county  attorney  from 
Kalispell. 

Complaints  are  now  being  prepared  against  the  Kalispell  companies 
to  recover  the  amount  due  from  each  of  them  and  to  foreclose  the  lien  of 
the  State  on  the  property  described  and  furnished  by  the  county  attorney. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  office  to  file  suit  against  each  of  these  com- 
panies at  the  earliest  possible  moment  after  securing  a  description  of  the 
property.  There  are  suits  already  pending  against  some  of  these  companies 
for  a  part  of  the  tax  due. 

The  case  decided  by  the  supreme  court  was  an  action  brought  by  the 
State  against  the  Silver  Bow  Refining  Company,  but  this  covered  the  tax 
due  for  the  second  and  third  quarters^  of  the  year  1925.  In  that  action  the 
district  court  was  ordered  to  overrule*  the  demurrer  to  plaintiff's  compaint. 
So  for  as  this  office  is  advised  this  has  not  been  done  as  yet.  We  have 
written  to  the  county  attorney  twice  since  the  decision  and  asked  him  to 
have  the  court  overrule  this  demurrer.  I  have  again  telephoned  to  him 
today  and  requested  him  to  have  this  done  and  he  informed  me  that  he 
would  do  so. 

I  also  had  pending  a  case  against  the  Reliance  Refining  Company  of 
Kalispell  for  the  tax  accruing  for  the  second  and  third  quarters  of  1925. 
A  judgment  has  been  obtained  by  the  State  in  that  action. 

A  suit  was  also  brought  by  the  Hart  refineries  to  recover  taxes  paid 
under  protest  for  the  third  quarter  of  1925,  and  we  have  obtained  a  judg- 
ment in  favor  of  the  State  on  that  action.  In  those  cases,  however,  we  are 
not  seeking  to  foreclose  a  lien  upon  any  property  as  we  did  not  anticipate 
at  the  time  that  these  actions  were  started  that  there  would  be  any  diffi- 
culty in  collecting  the  judgment  in  the  event  that  the  validity  of  the  law 
was  sustained. 

While  your  resolution  does  not  request  information  regarding  the  taxes 
due  and  accruing  under  the  1921  and  1923  laws,  the  first  page  of  the  at- 
tached report  gives  you  that  information.  I  may  say  in  connection  therewith 
that  this  office  first  instituted  an  action  against  the  Sunburst  Refining 
Company  to  recover  taxes  accruing  under  the  1923  laws.  After  this  law 
was  held  unconstitutional  by  the  supreme  court  of  this  State  application 
was  made  by  this  office  for  a  writ  of  certiorari  before  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States.  This  application  was  denied  by  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court.  We  then  proceeded  against  the  same  company  to  recover 
a  tax  of  one  cent  per  gallon  under  the  1921  law  and  this  was  likewise  held 
unconstitutional  by  the  supreme  court  of  this  State  and  again  wo  aniilied 
for  a  writ  of  certiorari  from  the  United  States  Supreme  Court.  This  aji- 
plication  was  also  denied. 

Hence  as  to  the  tax  involved  on  the  first  page  of  the  attached  i-eport 
we  have  exhausted  all  legal  recourse  for  the  collection  of  the  same. 

I  trust  this  is  the  information  you  desire,  but  if  there  is  anything 
further  that  you  desire  to  know  with  reference  to  any  of  those  maUcrs  T 
shall  be  glad  to  furnish  it  for  you.

Specification  No.  1.  That  ever  since  some  time  prior  to  January  16th, 
1922,  W.  M.  Biggs  &  Company,  has  been  and  now  is  a  corporation,  duly 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana;  that  of  the  capital 
stock  of  said  W.  M.  Biggs  and  Company,  ten  thousand  (10,000)  shares 
thereof  of  the  par  value  of  One  Dollar  (|1.00)  each  have  been  actually 
issued,  and  ever  since  on  or  about  the  16th  day  of  January,  1922,  the  said 
Charles  T.  Stewart  has  been  and  now  is  the  record  owner  of  nine  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  ninety-eight  (9,998)  shares  of  the  capital  stock  so  issued 
as  aforesaid;  that  ever  since  the  16th  day  of  January,  1922,  and  for  some 
time  prior  thereto,  the  said  W.  M.  Biggs  &  Company  has  been  among  other

advised  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  that  if  he,  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart, 
would  select  one  newspaper  in  each  county  in  which  the  said  amendment 
should  be  published,  that  a  requisition  would  be  issued  therefor;  that  the 
said  Charles  T.  Stewart  refused  to  submit  such  a  list  and  withdrew  from 
the  said  Purchasing  Agent  the  said  list,  and  proceeded  to  and  did  publish 
the  said  amendment  in  newspapers  in  various  counties  of  the  State  as 
aforesaid,  all  being  done  without  any  requisition  therefor,  and  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  relation  thereto. 

Specification  No.  3.  That  claims  for  each  and  all  of  the  foregoing- 
excessive  publications  have  been  duly  presented  to  the  State  of  Montana; 
that  each  and  every  one  of  said  claims  for  said  publications  were  duly 
approved  by  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  as  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana and  as  a  rnember  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners  and  that  each  and 
every  one  of  said  claims  have  been  paid;  that  the  aggregate  total  of  said 
claims  for  said  excessive  publications  amount  in  the  aggregate  to  several 
thousands  of  dollars,  the  payment  of  which  constitutes  and  is  an  unwar- 
ranted, unlawful,  reckless,  wasteful  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  the 
funds  and  moneys  of  the  said  State. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

That  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times  since  the  first  Monday 
of  January,  1917,  has  been  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and  acting  Secretary 
of  State,  being  and  occupying  the  official  position  of  Secretary  of  the 
State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  unmindful  of  the  high  duty  of  his  office 
and  the  dignities  and  proprieties  thereof  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of  office 
in  connection  with  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana 
and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duties  of  Secretary  of  State 
and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  duties  imposed  upon  him  as  such  official,  was 
and  has  been  and  is  guilty  of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanoi's  and  malfeas- 
ance in  office  committed  in  the  manner  as  is  set  forth  and  herein  wi-iUcn  in 
substance,  that  is  to  say: 

In  that  he  has  without  lawful  authority,  applied  funds  ;i[)i)n>|)i-iated 
for  salaries  and  expenses  of  his  office  for  one  certain  biennium,  namely, 
from  July  1,  1925,  to  June  30,  1926,  and  at  other  times,  to  the  funding  of 
deficiencies,  salaries  or  expenses  arising  out  of  the  activities  of  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  State  of  Montana  dui'ing  the  previous  biennium.  That  he 
has  charged  items  against  one  certain  special  fund,  namely,  the  Motor 
Vehicle  Administrative  Fund,  which  charges  should  have  been  properly 
made  against  the  general  fund,  and  the»'e))y  and  at  other  times,  exceeded 
and  defeated  the  express  intention  of  the  Nineteenth  Legislative  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  contrary  to  public  policy. 
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ARTICLE  IX 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times  since  the 
first  Monday  of  January,  1917,  has  been  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and 
acting  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana;  that  the  said  Charles 
T.  Stewart  being  and  occupying  the  official  position  of  Secretary  of  State 
of  the  State  of  Montana,  unmindful  of  the  high  duties  of  his  office  and  the 
dignities  and  proprieties  thereof,  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of  office  in  con- 
nection with  his  duties  as  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  utter  diregard  of  his 
said  oath  and  duties  as  Secretary  of  State,  and  in  violation  of  the  constitu- 
tion and  statutes  of  the  State  of  Montana,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty 
of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  and  malfeasance  in  office,  committed 
in  a  manner  and  as  is  hereafter  set  forth,  that  is  to  say: 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, acting  as  such  by  virtue  of  his  office  of  Secretary  of  State  of 
the  State  of  Montana,  and  as  a  member  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners 
as  is  provided  by  law  and  whose  duty  it  was  under  the  laws  of  the  State 
of  Montana  to  keep  a  record  of  all  of  the  proceedings  of  the  State  Board 
of  Examiners,  failed  and  neglected  to  keep  or  preserve  any  minutes  or 
records  of  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  of  the  State  of  Mon- 
tana between  the  15th  day  of  January,  1925,  and  on  or  about  the  15th  day 
of  June  of  the  same  year;  that  no  minutes  or  records  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  minutes  of  the  State  Board  were  then  written  up  and  that  there  is 
not  now  any  correct  minutes  or  records  of  the  proceedings  of  the  meetings 
of  the  State  Board  between  the  above  said  dates  and  that  it  cannot  be  told 
with  any  degree  of  certainty  what  proceedings  were  had  during  said  time 
or  what  acts  the  State  Board  did  or  performed  during  the  above  said  times. 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart,  as  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Ex- 
aminers, has  not  at  all  times  kept  a  full,  true  and  complete  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  State  Board  of  Examiners,  acting  as  such  and  as  is  pro- 
vided by  law. 

ARTICLE  X 

That  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  now  and  at  all  times  since  the

That  at  the  time  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  assumed  office  as  Secre- 
tary of  State  on  the  first  Monday  of  January,  1917,  the  salary  of  his 
deputy  was  under  the  law  of  the  State  of  Montana  fixed  at  $2100.00  per 
year,  that  thereafter  and  prior  to  the  year  of  1925  the  salary  of  his  said 
deputy  was  from  time  to  time  raised  by  the  said  Secretary  of  State  until 
the  said  deputy  was  being  paid  the  sum  of  $3000.00,  but  so  far  as  the 
record  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  is  concerned,  or  any  other  records  in 
the  proper  offices  of  the  State  Capitol  in  Helena,  Montana,  no  authority 
was  ever  granted  to  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  as  Secretary  of  State, 
or  to  any  other  person,  to  raise  the  salary  of  the  said  deputy  and  that 
such  raise  of  said  salary  was  in  violation  and  contrary  to  the  laws  of  the 
State  of  Montana.

That  Charles  T.  Stewart,  is  now  and  at  all  times  since  the  first  Mon- 
day of  January,  1917,  has  been  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and  acting  Sec- 
retary of  State,  being  and  occupying  the  official  position  of  Secretary  of 
the  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  unmindful  of  the  high  duty  of  his 
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office  and  the  dignities  and  proprieties  thereof  and  unmindful  of  his  oath 
of  office  in  connection  with  the  duties  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State 
of  Montana  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duties  of  Secre- 
tary of  State  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  duties  imposed  upon  him  as 
such  official,  was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty  of  high  crimes  and  misde- 
meanors and  malfeasance  in  office  committed  in  the  manner  and  as  is  set 
forth  in  the  specifications  herein  written  in  substance  and  in  effect,  that 
is  to  say: 

Specification  No.  1.  That  the  Sixteenth  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
State  of  Montana  appropriated  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  (S7000.00) 
Dollars  for  the  use  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana  in  pub- 
lishing, printing  and  indexing  the  proceedings  of  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention of  1889;  that  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart  w^as  during  all  times 
mentioned  herein  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and  acting  Secretary  of  State 
of  the  State  of  Montana;  that  as  such  official  he  employed  one  said 
Edgar  Stewart,  he  the  said  Edgar  Stewart  being  the  son  of  the  said 
Charles  T.  Stewart,  for  the  monthly  salary  of  Three  Hundred  (S300.00) 
Dollars  to  publish  and  index  the  said  proceedings  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention  of  1889;  that  the  said  Edgar  Stewart  received  compensation 
at  the  rate  of  Three  Hundred  (8300.00)  Dollars  per  month  from  the  State 
of  Montana  for  the  period  of  seventeen  months  and  for  a  considerable 
period  longer  than  that,  the  exact  length  of  time  bing  at  this  time  un- 
known; that  the  said  employment  of  said  Edgar  Stewart  at  the  said 
salary  and  for  the  said  period  or  periods  of  time  was  an  excessive,  un- 
warranted, extravagant,  reckless,  wasteful  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of 
the  funds  of  the  State  of  Montana. 

ARTICLE  XII 

That  Charles  T.  Stewart  is  nov/  and  at  all  times  since  the  first  Monday 
of  January,  1917,  has  been  the  duly  elected,  qualified  and  acting  Secretary 
of  State,  being  and  occupying  the  official  position  of  Secretary 
of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  unmindful  of  the  high  duty  of  his  office 
and  the  dignities  and  proprieties  thereof  and  unmindful  of  his  oath  of 
office  in  connection  with  the  duty  of  Secretary  of  State  of  the  State  of 
Montana  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  said  oath  and  duty  of  Secretary  of 
State  and  in  utter  disregard  of  his  duty  imposed  upon  him  as  such  official, 
was  and  has  been  and  is  guilty  of  high  crimes  and  misdemeanor  and  mal- 
feasance in  office  committed  in  the  m.anner  and  as  set  forth  hereafter 
in  substance  and  effect  that  is: 

1.  That  he  has  at  various  and  diverse  times  used  prestige  and  position 
of  his  office  as  Secretary  of  State  to  secure  personal  pecuniary  gain  and 
favor  to  himself  and  the  members  of  his  family;  that  he  has  wrongfully, 
wilfully  and  corruptly  used  funds  of  the  State  of  Montana  for  purposes 
other  than  lawful  and  has  generally  conducted  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  so  as  to  bring  great  scandal,  reproach  and  repute  on  said  office 
and  on  the  State  of  Montana. 

And  the  House  of  Representatives,  of  the  Twentieth  Legislative  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Montana,  by  protestation,  saving  to  themselves  the 
liberty  of  exhibiting  at  any  time  hereafter  any  further  articles  or  other 
accusations  or  impeachment  against  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart,  Secretary 
of  State  of  the  State  of  Montana,  and  further  saving  to  themselves  the 
right  of  amendment  of  the  above  articles  and  of  offering  proof  to  the 
same  and  every  part  thereof,  and  to  all  and  every  other  article,  accusation, 
or  impeachment  which  shall  be  exhibited  by  them  as  the  case  shall 
require,  do  demand  that  the  said  Charles  T.  Stewart,  Secretary  of  State

Be  It  Resolved,  that  Monday  the  21st  day  of  March  A.  D.  1927,  at  12 
o'clock  noon  of  said  day  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  fixed  as  the  time,  and 
the  bar  of  this  Senate  is  the  place  for  said  accused  to  be  and  appear  and
